“Some time ago I realized that there 
were two definite factions on the | 
hoard: one working toward the end ol 
removing Mr. Ritchie from office, the 
other advocating his retention. 

“Feeling that no good could be ac- 
complished in the interests of the

tive the time Mr. Ritchie should 
remain in our service. 

“It appears that there are some |

Old Pals Depict .Geniality 


is WIT AND HUMOR OF TAFT RECALLED BY FRIENDS g2 


Of Deceased 


Ex-President 


WASHINGTON. March 8&.—Nu- 
merous incidents jllustrating William 
Howard Taft’s geniality and good hu- 
mor, and at least one showing he ex- 
ercised these qualities when it was 
not politic to do so, were retold by 
old friends today. 

One of Mr. Taft’s favorite stories 
is based on _the schoolboy expression 
“It'll be a cold day in August” when 
something improbable happens. 

When Mr. Taft was inaugurated 
president one of the worst blizzards 
in the capital’s history blew up. 

“Well, well,” said the outgoing 
President Roosevelt, “This isn’t a 
regular storm. As soon as I am out 
where I ean do further harm to the 
constitution, it will cease.” 

“You’re wrong Theodore,” said Mr. 
Taft, “It is my storm. I always said 
it would be a cold day when I got 
to be president.” 

Even during the disastrous presi- 
dential campaign of 1912 when Mr. 
Taft received only’ eight electorial 
votes, he laughed heartily at Mrs. 
Taft's matter-of-fact advance accept- 
ance of defeat. She had packed all 


‘the silverware in the summer White 


House at Beverly, Mass., and an- 
nounced her intention of taking it 
home instead of to the White House. 
Laughing Family. 
“Fortunately we are a family that 
laughs.” Mrs.° Taft wrote later. “Mr. 
Taft and the children managed to 
get some fun out of almost every- 
thing, and I and my matter-of-fact- 
ness have afforded them lifelong

A few years ago, a reporter dashed 
out to the Taft home after midnight, 
to check a rumor that the chief justice 
was dead.

(Special.)—Senator William J. Harris

attention on the floor of the 
senate to a statement which Chairman 
Legge, of the farm board, had issued 
the day before outlining the policy of 
the beard and its agencies in reference 
to cotton, and which statement admit- 
tediy caused cotton to decline about 
$2.50 per bale that day, and almost 
continuously since. My criticism of 
the chairman's statement was well 
founded and entirely just. His board 
was created to stabilize the price of 
farm products rather than depress 
them. 

“On naecount of my criticism of this 
statement some correspondence was 
had between Chairman Legge an 
Congressman Larsen as to the advisa- 
bility of the chairman going to Mil- 


ledgeville, Ga., to make a speech. This | 


correspondence, apparently private in 
character, found its way into the Geor- 
gia press. The correspondence dis- 
closed that Congressman Larsen seems 


to have gone out of his way to make) 


a gratuitous criticism of me and to de- 
fend Chairman Legge. In view of this 
and of the very undignified and un- 
justified attack which Chairman Legge 
made on a Georgia sheriff and the 
people of Georgia I felt it my duty to 
issue a brief statement. 

“In this statement which appeared 


jin the Georgia press my criticism was | 
aimed at Chairman Legge on account | 
of the policy which he had announced | 


and which depressed the price of cot- 
ton, and of his criticism of Georgia, 
In referring to Congressman Larsen 
I simply said that Senators George, 
Heflin, Smith and Connally had joined 
me in criticising the statement of 
Chairman Legge, and I believed Con- 
ressman Larsen was the only mem- 
vr from the cotton belt in the house 
or senate who did not agree with me 
in my criticism of the announced at- 
titude of Chairman Legge in reference 
to cotton. 
Surprised at Statement. 


“To my surprise and regret Con- 
gressman Larsen now comes forward 


with a statement abounding in rather | 
vicious attacks on me-and a defense. 


of Chairman Legge, which he has 
caused to be published in the Georgia 
press. IL purposely avoided engaging 
In a controversy ‘with Congressman 
Larsen. My statement applied to 
(hairman Legge and I regret that 
(‘congressman Larsen seems to have 
taken my criticism of the chairman 
as a personal matter to him (Con- 
gressman Larsen), 

“Congressman Larsen goes into ra- 
ther minute detail as to the quanity 
of cotton now in the hands of the 
farmers and in the co-operative asso- 
ciations, and as to the amount of loss 
Sustained on account of a reduction 
of price, even if Chairman Legge’s 
Statement had this effect—this is be- 
side the mark. As a matter of fact, 
the statement of Chairman Legge 
enused a heavy decline in cotton. Nei- 
ther Congressman Larsen nor anyone 
else knows just the loss sustained by 
this statement measured in dollars— 
and it is lafgely a matter of estimate— 
but the stern fact remains that the 
Statement did cause cotton to go down. 


“The principal difference between 
Congressman Larsen and myself in 
this matter seems to be.that I have 
been and am doing and will continue 
doing my best to prevent the price of 
cotton going down now or any other 
time, and the congressman seems to be 
greatly alarmed and to think it dan- 
kerous for the price to go up. An-

| tural committee of the house, and the 
president then agreed to an xuddition- 
| al million dollars so that the commit- 
;}tee made a favorable report to the 
house for an authorization of seven 
|} million, and the bill passed the house 
_and was sent to the senate where the 
house amendments were agreed to. 

| “It must be understood that in 
legislative procedure this measure sim- 
| ply authorized an appropriation of 
' seven million dollars for loans to the 
farmers in areas affected by drouth 
and storm, and in order to make this 
fund actually available to the farmers 
it wes necessary to pass legislation 
actually making the appropriation. Od 
March 6 & secured action by the ap- 
propriations committee of the senate 
for this seven million dollars to be 
placed in the first deficiency appro- 
priation bili Which will be the very 
first appropriation bill to be passed 
by the senate, and its passage is prac- 
tically assured within the next few 
‘days. This deficiency bill will then go 
'baek to the house where no doubt the 
inclusion of seven million dollars will 
| be promptly agreed to. 

“At the very time I was securing 
| the inclusion of this seven million dol- 
lars in the deficiency appropriation 
| bill my information is that Congress- 
man Larsen was in Georgia, and that 
perhaps many people there were read- 
ing his published attack on me. It is 
significent that on March 7 at Dub- 
lin, Ga., Congressman Larsen wired 


“‘If appropriation for farm seed 
and fertilizer loan cannot be obtained 
immediately apparently the next best 
proposition is to induce the comptrol- 
ler to order printing of blanks imme- 
diately. If you can arrange this I 
believe it would be very advantageous.’ 

“This is rather heartening and 
would seem to indicate that Congress- 
man Larsen is willing to co-operate 
with me and that he is impressed that 
I can really accomplish something. 
Just why Congressman JDLarsen has 
seen fit to attack me and defend 
Chairman Legge is difficult to under- 


stand, 
Relations Cordial.

tained the farmers on these prod- 
ucts, if desired. 

“lf am interested in the farmers of 
Georgia being able to buy fertilizer at 
reasonable prices. A few years ago 
representatives of the fertilizer com- 
bination met behind closed doors in 
Baltimore, in violation of the law, fix- 
ed the price on guano and thereby re- 
moved competition. The Georgia farm- 
ers complained to me of the raise in 
price and through my efforts these 
people who entered into 
this eombination were. prosecuted, 
pleaded guilty and were required to, 
pay fines aggregating $98,500, Con- 
sressman Larsen intreduced a resolu- 
tion in the house for the investigation 
as to the discrimination in the price 
of fertilizer, but as I reeall the reso- 
lution did not even receive a favor- 
able report from the committee and it 
did not pass the house. 

Marketing Funds. 

“T have secured appropriations to 
be used in finding markets for peaches, 
watermelons and other farm products 
raised in Congressman Larsen’s dis- 
trict and in the state, and also an 
appropriation to be used in an effort 
to discover additional uses of , cotton 
and cotton goods, and as a result of 
my efforts many different uses have 
been found which utlize thousands of 
bales of cotton. This is one of the 
ways to reduce the surplus and add to 
the price of cotton. Another is to 
keep cheap Mexican labor from com- 
ing into Texas and Oklahoma to pro- 
duce and gather cotton crops, and I 
have a bill which has been favorably 
reported and is now on the senate 
calendar to prohibit this cheap Mexi- 
can labor coming over the border pro- 
during this additional cotton and there- 
by increasing any surplus. 

“So far as I know, Congressman 
Larsen has never initiated any legis- 
lation of this kind. 

“For the past few years .I have se- 
cured appropriations for experimenta- 
tion in the production of paper from 
Georgia pine and much of this pine 
abounds in Congressman Larsen’s dis- 
trict. 

“IT also secured appropriations in 
the senate to aid the naval stores in- 
dustry. 

“T have ventured to enumerate some 
of the many things I have so willing- 
ly been able to accomplish for the 
people of Georgia, including the good 
people of Congressman Larsen’s (is- 
trict because of my difficulty, in view 
of these things, to understand why 
he has so gratuitously attacked me. 
I have always been willing to aid and 
co-operate with him in any movement 
or legislation for the good of the peo- 
ple of his district, and the only in- 
stance I can recall in which I have 
not co-operated with him was when 
he wanted me to oppose the confirma- 
tion of an appointee as postmaster 
at Soperton whom a large number of 
the people of that city assured me 
was satisfactory to them, and was 
objectionable to Congressman Lar- 
sen because he had opposed him.’ 

“However much Congressman Lar- 
sen feels I have. crippled my influence 
with the farm board and the depart- 
ment of agriculture on account of my 
criticism of Chairman Legge, it is 
proper to say that my relations with 
the secretary of agriculture and those 
in his department are most cordial. 
I am one of the two senators to serve 
on the national forest reservation com- 
mission with the secretary, and am 
one of the nine senators who are on 
the subcommittee handling all appro- 
priations for the agricultural depart- 
ment and because of my rank on the

Both of the Duckworth 
boys are widely known in Atlanta. 

Joseph B. Duckworth, who is only 
27 years old, was born in Savannah 
and lived for many years in Macon.

After completing his army instruc- 
tion Mr. Duckworth aceepted a posi- 
tion with the Ford Motor Company, 
airplane division, .as pilot on multi- 
motored planes, and last March he 
joined the Curtiss-Wright Flying 
Service as an instructor at the De- 
troit base. During the summer he was 
given the post of operations manager 
of the Detroit branch and was in 
charge of the instructors’ school, from 
which all Curtiss-Wright instructors 
must graduate before carrying on 
flight training for the company, Mr. 
Duckworth is a member of the Chi 
Phi Fraternity and the Piedmont Driv- 
ing Club, 

Hubert Duckworth is .23 years old 
and formerly was chief pilot and in- 
structor at the Grosse Ile field, near 
Detroit. He was trained in the Cur- 
tiss-Wright Flying Service and bas an 
enviable record as a pilot and in- 
structor. He attended school in At- 
lanta and also is a member of the 
Piedmont Driving Club. 

The industrial bureau of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has been in touch 
with the Curtiss-Wright organization 
for more than two years, it was said 
Saturday, the hangar “line-up” at Can- 
dler field making it impracticable for 
the company to come into Atlanta un- 
til the present. 

“Curtiss-Wright is nationally recog- 
nized as one of the leading flying or- 
ganizations,” Ivan Allen, chairman of 
the bureau, stated Saturday, “and the 
fact that it will be established in At- 
lanta will add considerable prestige 
to the city’s claims as an air center.

“2. The establishment of a soil ero- 
sion station at Athens for protecting 
our farms and educating farmers in 
methods of prevention against erosion 
of our soils. 

“I should also mention the very 
important legislative problem involv- 
ing a $7,000,000 appropriation for re- 
lief of farmers in obtaining loans for 
the purehase of seed, feed .and ferti- 
lizer which was pending at the time 
of the senator’s speech, and which 
has since been passed by the con- 


gress. 

“As head of the most important fed- 
eral farm agency in Washington, I 
am confident Chairman Legge could 
greatly aid Georgia in any of these 
matters. His influence will be tre- 
mendous in determining the location 
of the $30,000,000 cotton marketing 
agency. His advice, and that of the 
secretary of agriculture—also a mem- 
ber of the:farm board—will be sought 
in all matters affecting the welfare of 
agriculture. In what way has the 
senator’s tirade aided in putting over 
Georgia’s program? 

“Feeling that he had bcen done an 
injustice by the speech of Senator 
Harris, especially that part chargiug 
him with criminality and causing a 
loss of $50,000,000 to our cotton 
farmers, Mr. Legge withdrew accept- 
ance of invitation to address the Mil- 
ledgeville meeting. He explained that 
the senator’s criticism had been so 
gross he felt the people of Georgia 
might not care to hear him and he 
preferred not to embarrass himself by 
going to the state. Being informed 
as to his attitude in the matter, l 
went to see Senator Harris in an ef- 
fort to obtain his aid in preventing 
cancellation of the engagement. Muth 
to my astonishment, the senator de- 
clared it was ‘immaterial’ to him 
whether Mr. Legge went to Georgia 
or not. Thus, 1 was brought to the 
sad but stern realization that our 
senior senator was not sufficiently 
interested in the important farm proj- 
ects being considered for the , state 
of Georgia to help correct a damaging 
situation that he, himself, had brought 
about. 

“In the event the people of Geor- 
gia do not obtain what they deserve 
from the federal government and its 
agencies, they should know where. to 
place responsibility. Georgia will reap 
what the senator sows; if he scat- 
ters thistles, he must assume respon- 
sibility for the harvest. 

Legge Statement. 

“An analysis of the senator's speech 
discloses his complaint to be that the 
chairman of the federal farm board 
gave out a statement. What was the 
statement? That the farm board was 
not going out into the market and 
buy up several million bales of cot- 
ton at from $20 to $25 per bale above 
the market price, and that he (the 
chairman) did not think the cotton 
association would do anything as fool- 
ish as that. Does the senator ad- 
vocate a policy of this kind? His 
statement and conduct so indicate. If 
the farm board should inaugurate 
such policy, or permit any organiza- 
tion to do so, especially at this sea- 
son of the year, with government 
funds, I would most certainly ob- 
ject. The senator was extremely si- 
lent so long as cine cotton crop was 
in the hands of the farmer, but when 
it has passed on to other interests, 
he becomes excited. The time to aid 
the cotton farmer is when he has 
cotton in hand—not after he has sold 
it! Hardly one farmer in a hundred 
has eotton in hand at this season. 
As a rule, it has passed into the 
hands of speculators and mill opera- 
tors. To raise the price at this time 
from four to five cents a pound would 
not aid farmers, but would enrich 
speculators and would = enable—ip 
many instances compel—the mill men 
to sell the manufactured prodwet at 
greatly inc-tased prices. Of course

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speculators in cotton would not ob | 


ject to the inauguration of such poli- 
cy. Apparently the senator does not 
object, but I assuredly do. What 


would be the effect of such policy on | 


the cotton farmer? It would increase 
the 1930 cotton acreage and produc- 
tion from 10 per cent to 20 per cent 
and thereby greatly reduce the price 
of the crop to the farmer. It might 
also increase the price of fertilizer at 
this time. 


“The senator also says the chair- 
man’s statement cost the cotton farm- 
ers $50,000,000. What a gross and 
reckless exaggeration! The senator 
himself did not estimate the damage 
at more than from $2 to $2.50 per 
bale. This. would require farmers to 
have on hand from 20,000,000 to 25.,- 
000,000 bales. The senator should 
know that the farmers never peop 
in one year more than 18,000,000 
bales and that speculators, mill opera- 
tors and farmers all combined have 
never had on hand, at one time, in this 
‘country, 20,000,000. bales of cotton. 


“The best informatica I am able 


to obtain through governmental 
agencies indicates that when the sep- 
‘ator delivered his speech of excoria- 
ition there was approximately only 
700.000 bales of cotton in the hands 
of farmers outside of co-operative as- 
sociations, and 1,178,032 bales in co- 
operative associations, making a total] 
of 1.878.052 bales. At $2:50 per bale 
this would amount to only $4,695,- 
O80. Yet the senator says the loss to 
farmers was $50,000,000. (See Con-

May Be Forerunner of 
Consolidation of Cotton 


Co-operatives in South, 
Is Capital Rumor. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—(4)— 
President Hoover's request today that 
congress immediately make available 
to the farm board another $100,000,- 
009 of the revolving fund is taken in 
farm circles to indicate a bold ex- 
pansion of the board’s operations. 

The beard announced only a few 
hours after the president made his 
request, that George S. Milnor, of 
Alton, IIL, had been named vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Wheat stabilization corporation. 

Milnor will relieve William G. Kel- 
logg uf the double responsibility o' 
directing both the stabilization corpo- 
ration anc the Farmer National Grain 
Corporation, of which he is vice preési- 
dent and general manager. Kellogg is 
president of the stabilization corpora- 


tion. 
Ready to Sell Wheat. 

It was said unofficially at the board 
that Milnor’s appointment indicated 
that the stabilization corporation now 
would begin the actual marketing of 
the wheat it had bought—an amount 
close to’ 25,000,000 bushels with from 
-,000,000 io 4,000,000 bushels being 
added daily. . 

The marketing operation is depend- 
ed upon by the board for the return 
of funds used te buy the wheat and 
take it off the market, Milnor, whe 


has had widé experience in the milling - 


and banking business, faces the task 
of selling the wheat to domestic imil]- 
ers, who are buying wheat for less 
than che stabilization corporation paid 
rae ry! wy Sap or finding a foreign 
outlet for it on an export market tha’ 
has been dull. _ 

Free to give all his time to the 
grain corporation, Kellogg is expected 
to seek storage facilities and attem 
to bring more co-operatives into the 
national grain marketing organiza- 
tion. A number of problems in con- 
nection with regional set-ups and ex- 
pinsion of co-operative membership 
were unsettled when stabilization op- 
erations began. , 

Cotton May Benefit. 

In some quarters the president's 
request for additional funds was view- 
ed as indicating the probability ot 
stabilization activities for cotton being 
started. Such a move has been sug- 
gested a number of times both by 
members of congress and by cotton 
co-operatives, A delegation from 
Tennessee and Arkansas, headed by 
Charles G. Henry, of Little Rock. 
treasurer and a director of the Amer- 
ican Cotton Co-operative Association, 
was before the board last week. Hen- 
ry said cotton growers were discour- 
aged with the present market.

Industrial chemical processes 
as practiced in the south will be 
featured at a general meeting on the 
morning of April & under the aus- 
pices of the society's division of in- 
dustrial and engineering chemistry, of 
which Dr. R. FE. Wilson, of Chicago, 
is chairman. 

Dr Charlies H. Herty, of New York, 
consultant of the Chemical Founda- 
tion and native Georgian, past presi- 
dent of the society, will preside over 
a symposium on “The Relation of 
Cotton to Chemical Industry” to be 
held by the society's division of chemi- 
eal education. 

The local section of the society has 
invited the 17,400 members of the na- 
tional society to attend the meeting. 
The Biltmore hotel will be the head- 
quarters, This will be the first time 
the national organization, listing in 
its membership vitally important and 
lending <cientists, meets In Atlanta.

Sweeping revision of Atlanta's elec- 
tion laws in an effort to eliminate 
ward politics and foree the election 
of all members of council and _ the

Kill 153 Trespassers 


One hundred and fifty-three persons 
killed and 181 injured was the toll 
paid by trespassers on the tracks and 
trains of the Southern Railway sys- 
tem during 1929, the annual «report 
of the Southern’s safety bureau, just 
discloses. Trespassers on 
tracks necounted for 117 deaths and 
83 injuries and on trains for 56 deaths 
and 98 injuries, 

This was an increase of 13 deaths 
from this cause over 1928 and -the 
heaviest death roll since 1923 when 
154 trespassers were killed.

The tragedy occurred late yesterday 
near the disputed “land line’ between 
the Brown and Miller properties,. nine 
miles west of Blairsville. 

Brown said in jail today that Miller 
and his daughter came up to him 
while he was at work in the field a 
short distanee from the property line. 
Miller, Brown said, had his hands in 
his pockets and, fearing “Jim had a 
gun,” raised his weapon, which he had 
carried to the fields with him. The 
girl immediately ran in front of the 
line of gunfire and was killed. 

Trouble between Brown and Miller, 
which was of several years’ standing, 
was thought to ha been settled at 
the last term of eourt, when Brown 
won in a trespass suit in which Mil- 
ler was the plaintiff. Miller claimed 
in the case that Brown had encroach- 
ed on his land.

Money Is Raised. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga.. March 8. 

The situation of the Milledgeville 
State hospital bids fair to assume 
tragic proportions in the near future, 
is the opinion expressed Friday by J. 
T. Brantley, president of the Georgia 
state board of trustees. ‘The board has 
been informed from a high source 
that the state’s revenues will very like- 
ly not be more than 60 per cent or 
70 per cent of the appropriations for 
the year and that in this event the 
several state institutions will suffer 
accordingly. 
_ “If this gloomy expectation is real- 
ized,” said Mr. Brantley, “it will be 
impossible for the board to provide for 
the present great population of the 
hospital, now numbering more than 
5,300 resident patients, and a whole- 
sale discharge will be inevitable. The 
situation is made the more distressing 
because of the large.number of insane 
persons already held’ outside who have 
not been admitted to the hospital be- 
cause of lack of room. 

“The power to avert such a calamity 
does not rest in the board and it can 
only register a solemn protest, urging 
that every resource of the state be 
exhausted before such drastic step is 
taken. The possible discharge of 2,000 
or more insane persons shocks every 
humane sense. The people of Georgia 
should know of this situation. 

“For some time it has not been pos- 
sible for the state to make its pay- 
ments to the hospital with long ac- 
customed promptness and the board 
has been greatly embarrassed in con- 
From 1929 there is still due 


a balance of $50,000, while nothing has 
yet been received on the appropria- 
tion of $1,300,000 for 1930.

Olin Roberson Replies 
With Heat to Questions

Asked by Georgia’s 
Chief Executive. | 


WAYCROSS, Ga. March 8.— 
Branding charges of prohibitien en- 
forcement graft as “political lies” and 
charging a lack of co-operation on the 
part of federal prohibition authori- 
ties, Sheriff Olin Roberson, of Pierce 
county, has written Governor Hard- 
man with regard to bribery rumors 
that have been persistent in south- 


east Georgia «uring recent weeks, 
his letter being made public here 
today by his own authority. The 
letter is written to the governor in 
reply to a communication from the 
state executive in which Governor 
Hardman asserted that “statements 
have been made that whisky selling is 
rather active in your county, I should 
be glad to know if such is the case, 
and what your opinion is in regard 
to the matter.” | 

In his letter to the governor, pub- 
lished in The Blackshear ‘Times, the 
lierce county sheriff said, in part: 

“In reply to your letter in regard 
te information that whisky selling is 
very active in DPierce county, your 
information on this subject is true to 
a certain extent, although I am un- 
able to see that it is any more active 
than it has been in the past. From 
my observation and information con- 
ditions in this respect in this county 
are as good as in any county, and bet- 
ter than in the majority of the coun- 
ties of the state. 

“We have, unfortunately, a few 
alarmists, gossipers, and liars in our 
county who take a great deal of plens- 
ure in making reports, spreading gos- 
sip and telling lies on public officials, 
for personal, political and other rea- 
sons, Some time I think that Pierce 
county has more of this type than any 
other county, but on second thought 
I suppose that all counties have 
enough. 

“We have a number of people here 
who give a lot of advice and criticism, 
but nothing more substantial toward 
enforcing laws.” 

Courts Crowded. 

Sheriff Roberson pointed out that 
the courts of the county are crowded 
with business reflecting that enforce- 
ment officers are “on the job” de- 
spite the fact that they are underpaid. 


He submitted court records to sub- 
Btantiate those claims. 

Commenting directly on the rumors 
of irregularities in office, he con- 
tinves: 

“T have been confronted with a 
whispering campaign for about 60 dags | 
to the effeet that federal cases’ have 
heen made ngainst me for different | 
offenses. Also that impeachment pro- | 
ceedings had been started by you, | 
through Ordinary W. D. Griffis, to’ 
remove me from office. Also that I 
have been imprisoned in numerous. 
jails in the state. These and reports. 
of a similar nature have had a wide. 
circulation in this and adjoining coun- 
ties. They are untrue, and withofit. | 
any foundation of fact. and are cir- 
enlated for political and personal rea- 
sons. In my opinion these alarming | 
reports which you are receiving are 
merely a continuation of this cam-' 
paign. | 

Limited Compensation, 

“What has been accomplished 
through the sheriff's office of Pierce 
county has been done with a very 
limited compensation, and in the face 
of a good many disadvantages. I have 
received very little help from the fed- 
eral prohibition department, although 
1 have requested aid a number of 
times.

ATHENS, Ga., March 8.—Joseph 
Johnson, 15, Jefferson, Jackson coun- 
ty, is the winner of the $100 first 
prize in the state-wide three-acre cot- 
ton contest sponsosed by the Chilean 
Nitrate of Soda Company, in co-oper- 
ation with the Georgia.State Board 
of Vocational Education, it was an- 
nounced here today by Paul W,. Chap- 
man, director of vocational education 
in Georgia. Young Johnson grew his 
cotton under directions of Joe De- 
Foor, his vocational agriculture 
teacher. 

A total yield of 2,373 pounds of 
lint was obtained on this three-acre 
lat, giving an average acre yield of 
(91 pounds of lint. He used the Pied- 
mont Cleveland variety. On his proj- 
est this young future farmer of Geor- 
gia had a total net profit of $294 
after deducting the total production 
cost of $163.83, which gave a_ net 
profit of $98.24 per acre, and a pro- 
duction cost of 6.90 cents per pound. 

His cost items, as taken from the 
official report, are as follows: La- 
bor, $65.82; seed, $6; fertilizer, 
$46.80; poison. $12.96; rent, $12, and 
ginning, $20.25. His seed, after taken 
from the lint, weighed 3.677 pounds. 
which, added to the 2,373 pounds of 
lint, gave him a total of 6,050 pounds 
of seed cotton.

DUBLIN, Ga., March 8&.—(@)— 
The year book of the Southern Meth- 
odist church today shows that of 29 
conferences which have elected dele- 
gates to the general conference to be 
held at Dallas, Texas, 10 per cent are 
women. 

The total number of women dele- 
gates ¢lected, the year book reports, 
is 24 with 15 women alternates. This 
| practically reverses the order of the 
election in 1926, when only 11 women 
were named delegates and 24 elected 
alternates. 

Before 1918, when the general con- 
ference granted laity rights to women, 
they had but little place in the offi- 
cial councils of the church, their work 
being largely confined to the women’s 
department and the board of missions.

With competition as keen and as widespread as it is today almost 
every line of sport carries a flock of high-class talent—barring only 
the heavyweight division of pugilism.

Carey 
hed far more skill than Ty Cobb as 
a base stealer, but Cobb exceeded nim 
by his sensational manner of base 
running. There are scores of good base 
runners who are poor base stealers. 
On the other hand there never was 
a good base stealer who was not also 
an equally good base runner. ‘The 
recognized pilferer is tricky, cautious 
and resourceful, and _ figures’ the 
chances like a wily gambler, while an 
excellent base runner may limit his 
cvnning to stretching base hits. After 
that he safely ties himself to the 
bags, unless he is collaborating on a 
hit-and-run play. s 

I would like to see Carey give im- 
petis to a campaign that would put 
the stolen base back on the pedestal 
it once enjoyed. The contention that 
the stolen base is not as good as it 
used to be is a fallacy. In a close 
game no manager objects when one 
of his men perches safely on a base 
after a 90-foot sprint. 

REWARD. 

A policy of stealing bases in one- 
sided games has its reward, as it 
tends to keep the opposition “pitching- 
out” as a general practice thereafter 
against that club. By _ eliminating 
the attempted steal or hit-and-run 1n | 
such cases, the batter continually has 
the pitcher in a “hole.” 

Base stealing was not even develop- 
ed to its highest plane in the old 
days. Such speed demons as Burt 
Shotton, present manager of the Phil- 
lies, and Harry Niles, once with the 
St. Louis Browns, and scores of oth- 
ers, never acquired the art of getting 
the “jump” on the pitcher. 

Today it is a question of starting 
with the primer methods in teaching 
the all-important footwork in the 
“breakaway” and the _ hip-hurling 
hook-slide. One of the essentials is 
the grit to “breakaway” on the pitch- 
er and another is to go when 
stolen base looms big in a pinch. 

Last, but not least, is the intuition 
to quit on the second or third step, 
and go back to the base after a bad 
start. The stealing of second, third 
and home all vary in mechanical and 
mathematical essentials. 

LEADERS, 

In 1927 the Detroit Tigers led the 
big leagues in stolen bases, although 
it was not a particularly fleet-footed 
team. That year the Tigers estab- 
lished a policy of mixing the stolen 
base with the hit-and-run. Also, 
through a system of bluffing a steal 
at various intervals, they completely 
threw the opposition off guard. Fre- 
quent pitchouts resulted, and placed 
the enemy pitcher in a “hole.’’ 

Thus, the Detroit batters either 
made a practice of putting on the hit- 
and-run or decided to hit straight- 
away, according to their hunches,

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Mohamet’s Tough Break. 


TUNIS, Feb. 26.—In the Cafe of the Perfumers, Mohamet Ali re- 
counted hom an untranquil woman might controvert the just laws of 
the Mohammedan divorce courts. It was a very sad story and there 
were times when I bushed away a furtive tear, though I must Say that the 
lady who was listening with me did not appear entirely sympathetic. 

“I went before the notary and I divorced my wife because she was 
untranquil and I thought that this was the end of it. As 1 explained, 1 
had paid 200 francs in advance for her with the agreement to pay 400 
more when she proved to be according to the specifications. But when 1 
tasted the poison she put in my soup I decided to let the 400 francs go. 
1 could not have the tranquility of the home unset that way. Monsieur 
will. understand. 

“But the woman said she would not go until I paid her the 
other 400 francs and I was forced to throw her downstairs, 
gently of course, because I am a man of very gentle manners 
as anybody can see. But this untranquil woman brought me 
before the kaid and demanded justice, which in her case was rank 
injustice. 

“| had every confidence in the law of the Koran in such matters be- 
cause | was in the right. But when | saw the kaid before whom she had 
Summoned me my heart fell. He was a kaid notorious in all Islam for 
favoring women in the law. If the woman was pretty she would not 
even have to be in the right to get a favorable verdict.

‘There are many kaids like him among the Christians and many 
juries also,” 1 said by way of consolation. ‘In a breach of promise suit 
any golddigger can get judgment and a big roll, if she is a- good looker 
and can make eyes at the jury.’ 

Mohamet Ali comprehended. ‘That must have been what my 
untranquil wife was,” he said. “She was a gold digger of the 
most malign type. She had from me already 200 francs and she 
wanted 400 francs more.” 

He had a strong voice 
and he screamed much louder than the lawyer of my wife. If 
there had been any justice and if the kaid had but listened, all 
could have gone well for me. But the kaid did not listen. He 
was looking at my untranquil wife and paying no attention to the 
wisdom of my lawyer, which was like the wisdom of the Prophet 
himself.

There Are Defects. 

The break that Mohamet Ali, the perfumer, got was enough to make 
a good Mussulman go bolshevist. Here he had paid good money down 
for a tranquil wife and when he got an untranquil one they sent him to 
jail until he made good on the rest of the price for something he did 
not buy. It was enough to make anybody’s blood boil. Twenty-four 
dollars*for a wife of that kind and then to be thrown into the stir. 

I told Mohamet Ali that I thought the French system was 
much better. Among the French it is the women who pay and 
pay and pay for a husband. If a French girl has no dot she 
gets no husband. For a small dot she can get only an actor or 
a newspaperman and then the husband gets the dot. For a 
medium-sized dot she can get a tennis player or a piano player. 
But if she has a large-sized dot she can have a big league baseball 
player or a state senator. 

It seemed a lot more reasonable than the Moslem idea. Here was 
Mohamet Ali selling perfumes (which is an overworked racket in Tunis) 
to keep himself in wives and having to buy them blind, as it were. Be- 
sides a man hasn’t much time to have him women folk out shopping for 
a wife for him all of the time and then the women do not know anything 
about the qualifications for a good wife a:fyhow. 

1 claim that the French have made a great advance when they make 
the women pay for their husbands. Civilization really is a wonderful 
thing when you look at it in the right way. 
stung once in a while with a husband under the French system but 
then she has a chance to look at him anyhow. 

The Arabian men are up against it. They can’t even see their wives 
before they are married. But come to think of it that is not so much 
of an advantage anyhow. I told Mohamet Ali that my countrymen can 
look their wives over but ‘statistics indicate that it does not do much 
good. There always are complaints and there always will be. 

“‘A Fool and His Money.” 

But Mahomet Ali insisted that the law of the Koran was all right and 
that the break he got was not due to’ the prophet at all but to the kaid, 
who was mushy in cases where women were concerned. If the kaid only 
had been a regular fellow the case would have been dismissed right off 
the bat or the untranquil woman would have been made to pay back 
the other eight dollars. It is the human element that makes the best 
laws seem defective in the administration. 

Of course the thing is a temptation to a fellow who is easily 
parted from his money. Every time he has $24 in his pocket he 
will feel that the money is doing him no particular good and like- 
ly as not he will figure that he might as well spend it for another 
wife—not that he needs one, but because he is one of those 
natural born spendthrifts. He can not blow much at the cafes 
because you can drink only so much coffee. Then the first 
thing he knows he has a house full of wives and gets no tran- 
quility until Fridays when all of the wives can go on a picnic to 


the cemetery.

OFFICE SPACE SHOWS 
GAIN IN OCCUPANCY 


Large Additions to Office 
Buildings Absorbed by 
Business. 


Despite the stock market crash, the 
business of the nation was sufficient- 
ly active to absorb practically all of 
the new office building space that 
came on the market in the period be- 
tween October 1, 1929 and January 
1, 1930. This fact was revealed in the 
January 1, rental survey of the Na- 
tional Association of Building Owners 
and Managers, covering 40 of the larg- 
est cities of the United States. 

The October 1 survey showed that 
the new space which would be ready 
for occupancy on or before Decem- 
ber 31 was 1.61 per cent of the total 
office space in the nation. At that 
time a vacancy of 11.55 per cent was 
recorded. The January 1 survey, how- 
ever, shows that the percentage of va- 
cant space has not increased, but in- 
stead was actuaHy one-tenth of one 
per cent less than was reported three 
months previously, or 11.45 per cent. 

The January 1 survey is the most 
comprehensive of the surveys made

Largely reflecting the circumstances 
outlined, Chicago wheat prices this 
morning, compared with one week 
back, showed 43-8 to 6 5-Se a bushel 
drop, with corn 27-8 to 45-Se down. 
oats 1-8 to 5-S8e off, and provisions 
at 15 to 22e decline. 

Accentuating the crisis which has 
arisen regarding scarcity of elevator 
room for grain is the fact that no 
export demand for rye can be dis: 
cerned, none either for corn, oats or 
barley, and comparatively little for 
wheat. With this outlook, ‘talk is 
prevalent about the domestic winter 
wheat crop starting to back up short- 
ly after the harvest. It is added by 
trade authorities that unless the 
warehouse situation is meanwhile al- 
tered the question of finding room for 
the new crop movement will be much 
more serious than last year.

A Hit By a Chance Shot. 
¢ This popular proponent of a new 


decalogue from a self-built Sinai, and

Judging from press reports, the United 
States is the only ‘power which hesi- 
tates to enter into this agreement, It 
has been intimated from Washington 
that President Hoover is unwilling 
to “complicate the naval agreement 
with any political ‘understanding.” 
This most probably is the expression 
of the familiar sensitive fear of be- 


coming entangled in European contro- 


versies. As a matter of fact, we are 
already “entangled.”

For example, sup 
Italy should threaten to violate the 
Paris pact and tbe other nations’ 
should want to stop this threat to the 
peace of the world by threatening her 
with a blockade, Instantly the ques- 
tion would arise, what will the United 
States do? If we should insist upon 
our right to furnish this aggressor 
nation with food and ammunition we 
should render futile the effort of the 
other nations to peacefully restrain 
the warlike intentions of Italy. 

But this will not be all, Should 
England and France and the rest of 
them seek to carry out their blockade 
while the United States, under the 
claim of “the freedom of the seas,” 
sought to maintain her trade with the 
aggressor nation, once again we would . 
be running the ancient risk of becom- 
ing involved in war with England and 
her allies. Last year in London Sir 
Philip Kerr pointed out to a group 
of us the significant fact that every 
threat of war between the United 
States and Great Britain for the past 
century had come®when England or 
the United States was at war with 
some other country. It has always 
been an acute controversy over “the 
right to trade with a belligerent.” 
Now should the United States agree 
to “consult” with the other nations 
in case of a breach of thé Paris pact 
we should be neither legally nor 
morally committed to either a mili- 
tary or an economic alliance. We 
would simply be in an advantageous 
position, where we could be our own 
judge as to whether there had been 
a breach of the pact and whether 
there was an “aggressor nation.” The 
overwhelming probability is that it 
would only be necessary to volun- 
tarily declare “hands off” in order 


fo preserve the peace of the world. 


Once again we have the opportunity 
to lead in the path of peace. Shall 
we fail once again bevause we are 
afraid to assume responsibility?

Editor Constitution: Now that the 
viaducts and their approaches have 
been completed it seems an appro- 
priate time to revive the “plaza plan,” 
and to again call the public’s atten- 
tion to the vast advantages to be 
gained by its adoption. 

You will probably recall that the 
first picture of this proposed plan 
was carried in The Constitution on 


Angust 7, 1909, almost 21 years ago. 
Later other papers joihed enthusias- 
tically in agitating this scheme until a 
bill, unanimously indorsed by the 
Western & Atlantic committee of 
the state, was introduced in the legis- 
latures of 1910 and 191%. In both 
instances lack of time rather than in- 
difference, resulted in its loss,  al- 
though the house of representatives 
once passed it upon its first reading. 

The plaza plan was revived by the 
press during the years of 1912-13-14- 
if and 23. but the strong opposition 
developed by the former president of 
the L. & N. Railroad during these 
years blocked further progress. 

For the benefit of a large number 
of your new subscribers it might be of 
interest to them to know exactly what 
the plaza plan embraced and what 
we hope to accomplish. 

The scheme originally included the 
building of a reinforced concrete road 
and park way over the railroad tracks 
which now bisect the center of the city 
from Washington street on the east, 
to Forsyth street on the west, and 
erecting a 25-story building on the old 
depot site, with a public comfort 
building, ineluding a swimming pool 
and gymnasium, at Forsyth street, 
and on the site upon which a new 
depot is now being erected. Now 
that the Spring street viaduct is com- 
pleted this boulevard could easily be 
continued to this point, as is partly 
done now. 

In the years above mentioned the 
Chamber of Commerce indorsed the 
scheme, as did most of the important 
organizations of the city. The pub- 
lic received it with tremendous en- 
thusiasm and favorable’ interviews 
with many of our leading citizens sup- 
ported it, and the late Mr. Hugh In- 
man pledged $10,000 dollars towards 


of the railroads to such an improve- 
ment. 


The average citizen can now easily 
visualize what the plaza would look 
like by observing the sidewalks now 
provided along part of the open spaces 
from Peachtree to Pryor streets, as 
well as that from Peachtree to Broad 
streets and Broad to Forsyth streets. 
The connection now building from 
Forsyth street to Sprifg street affords 
a further example of this effect. Im- 
agine all of this open area over the 
railroad tracks being floored—what a 
glorious and enchanting sight it would 
“et and what an ugly sore it would 

eal. 


About two years ago the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce addressed a let- 
ter to me in which they advised that 
the association had appointed a Plaza 
committee to push the work of same 
and requesting my co-operation. I 
replied by saying that 1 appreciated 
such a movement but on aceount of 
the unfinished condition of the via- 
ducts that I thought the time inap- 
propriate until the completion of these 
connecting links to the plaza: when I 
believed that the plan would proceed 
almost upon its own impetus. 


That time, I think, has now arrived 
and with the co-operation of the good 
citizens of Atlanta the plan will soon 
become a realization. 

I am not unmindful of the fact that 
the state and the present lessees can 
erect buildings in this open area and 
reap a good return upon such an in- 
vestment, but I do believe that public 
sentiment can so be aroused that such 
a step would be inadvisable of execu- 
tion as the “powers that be,” if prop- 


erly approached, would realize its ad-- 


vantages,

| Women, More Than Men, 


Are Blamed for Divorces; 
A Man’s Viewpoint |

Editor Censtitution: A contribu- 
tor to your people’s column last Sun- 
day made the statement that of the 
near one thousand divorces applied 
for and granted last year in Atlanta 
about seven hundred were asked for 


by women. Se 
It is a common opinion that the ali- 


mony racket is the source of such 
an overwhelmingly large number of 
broken homes. Something ought to 
be done to cut out alimony except 
where the husband brings the suit, 
and then only if the wife is of good 
moral character. ‘The burden should 
rest on the plaintiff so as to discour- 
age such a wholesale slaughter of 
homes. It is my opinion that if a 
man is unfaithful—I mean unfaitb- 
ful and not merely accused—and the 
wife brings suit for alimony, she 
should have it. 

This “cruelty” most women charge 
is a joke—don’t you think most of 
this cruelty is the fact the husband 
is in the way? 

One of our leading clergymen re- 
cently said in a sermon no man-made 


law should put asunder that which 
God hath joined together—that the 
Bible gave authority for divorce only 
in case of infidelity. 

Holy Writ does not require this. 

It would be a revelation to society 
if the thousand divorces in Fulton 
county last year were analyzed and 
how few shown to be based on in- 
fidelity. 

It is frequently said that woman 
and man are akin to beast in respect 
to maternity and paternal instincts 
—when the mother has fulfilled her 
desire to become a mother she is 
often ready to cast away the father 
of her children, and the same ap- 
plies to the father, but if it is true 
that of the near thousand legal sep- 
arations grarited in Atlanta last year 
three-fourths were requested by wom- 
en, most of the burden of our do- 
mestic turmoil rests with the woman 
more than the men. 

It is believed that much of the di- 
vorces are caused by the publicity 
given Peggy Hopkins Joyce, Ganna 
Walska, and the other famous di- 
vorcees—the divorcee has become a 
heroine—an indication of beauty, but 
in many cases the divorce sought by 
the.woman proves her tragic ending, 
and where there are children it is 
their doom also. 

It is no wonder, then, perhaps, that 
the late Judge W. D. Ellis, famous 
jurist, spent so much time in getting 
complainants back together instead 
of using the law to tear the home to 
pieces. Judge Ellis couldn’t counte- 
nance divorce—it hurt his soul, and 
he was known as a peacemaker—and 
his name will ever live in the hearts 
of Atlantans and Georgians—for 
“blessed is the peacemaker.” 

In Norway no petition for divorce 
is heard without 30 days’ previous 
notice by the complainant—in South 
Carolina no divorce may be granted 
for any reason save infidelity, but 
the laws of Georgia and Texas offer 
no resistance whatsoever. In Texas 
only 30 days is required to secure 
a divorce if “cruelty” is charged, but 
it takes about six months in Georgia. 

It is my opinion that easy divorces 
in Atlanta are bringing about more 
destruction than our Chamber of 
Commerce, industrial bureau, and 
other organizations can build up. One 
thousand homes destroyed in one year 
is a bad loss—how many children 
were made half orphans; how many 
made completely homeless; how many 
put on charity, or who went hungry 
from the divorce mill. Let’s hope 
the legislature will take cognizance 
at its next meeting and help stop this 
awful destruction.

DOMESTICS” SCHOOL 
T0 BE OPENED HERE 


Expansion of Community 
Employment Service Will 
Take Place Monday. 


Expansion of the Community Em- 
ployment Service to include a training 
school for domestics, beginning Mon- 
day, was announced Saturday by Miss 
Trene Colwell, in charge of the office. 
Miss Colwell. reported that her of- 
fice recently has placed as high as 81 
per cent of registrants in some de- 
partments. 

The training school for domestics is 
a unique plan, worked out by Qator 
Woolford and Miss Colwell, which has 
attracted the attention of the Rosen- 
wald Foundation and a gift from that 
fund of $25,000, if matched by a sim- 
ilar amount. The school will be lo- 
eated at 200 Parkway drive in a mod- 
el duplex bungalow, completely and 
modernly furnished. The Community 
Employment Service offices will be 
moved March i5 into enlarged quar- 
ters in the Woolford building, oppo- 


site the postoffice. 

he special training, which the Ro- 
senwald Foundation has agreed to 
help finance, will be for maids, cooks, 
chauffeurs, butlers and general domes- 
tics and is given without cost to 
either employe or employer. Gébnia 
Chaires and Lizzie Woolfolk, who 
hold normal degrees and are consid- 
ered two of the outstanding teachers 
of home economics in the south, will 
be instructors. 

Miss Colwell and Mr. Woolford 
predict that the servant problem will 
be helped by the addition of this new 
service. Servants already employed 
may take advantage of the training 
in time they have at leisure, either 
one or two-hour courses a day or con- 
tinued courses that extend over a pe- 
riod until the school pronounces them 
proficient. 

Unemployed servants may register 
at the Community Employment Serv- 
ice, where they are offered the train- 
ing until placed. There is available 
fur those who desire it a free physi- 
cal examination that entitled the reg- 
istrant to a certificate of health. 

The training school will hold’a 
formal opening at an early date to 
be announced, at which time house- 
wives will be invited to inspect it and 
become acquainted with the type of 
service it will offer.

The “open season” on land-burning 
has expired, it was announced Satur- 
day by the Georgia forest service. 

State Forester B. M. Lufburrow 
cited the Georgia “fire law,’ which 
not only prohibits burning of grass 
or woods by anyone except the owner 
of the property, but says the owner 
himself may not do so except during 
the months of January and February. 

“Time was,” said Mr. Lufburrow, 
“when farmers thought burning off 
the grass in their fields added some- 
thing of value to the land, contribut- 
ed in some wise to improvement of the 
property. This is a proven fallacy. 
Burning over land is harmful to the 
land and a threat against safety. 
Burning destroys valuable elements 
supplied to the land by dead vegeta- 
tion. 

“But even the Georgia law recog-

Personal Survey Is Com- 
pleted; See Business Re- 
turning Soon to Nor- 
mal Basis. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, March 8&.—Busi- 
ness in general and the automobile 
business in particular, are on the up- 
ward swing and should be on a prac- 
tically normal basis within the next 
(0 days. This is the opinion of L. A. 
Miller, president of the Willys-Over- 
land Company; George M. Graham, 
vice president in charge of sales, and 
other executives of the company who 
have just returned from a_ business 
trip that covered nearly the entire na- 
tion, 


“The automobile business always is 
the first to be affected in any reces- 
sion of genera] business and is the 
first to recover,” Mr. Miller said. “All 
manufacturers are properly controll- 
ing their manufacturing schedules and 
when business resumes on a normal 
basis this will have the effect of 
stabilization in the large automobile 
centers of the country and will like 
wise have a beneficial effect on busi- 
ness as a whole. 


“My view of the entire picture dis- 
closes no alarming condition regard- 
ing the automobile or any other line 
of business. People are buying mo- 
tor cars as well as other merchandise 
and will continue to do so in increas- 
ing monthly volume until we reach 
our normal stride which should come 
within the next 60 days. 


“With the general revamping of 
sales and production policies, careful 
attention to the used car problem and 
the close co-operation between dealer 
and manufacturer, I am confident that 
the 1930 volume will equal that of 
last year. Under the present policies 
this should produce greater profits for 
both dealer and manufacturer, since 
the 1930 program is based on the law 
of supply and demand rather than on 
an arbitrary production schedule. This 
plan is economically sound and will 
undoubtedly be reflected in a healthier 
business situation all around.” 


Four Tires Require 
Year’s Output Of 
Eight Rubber Trees 


Few modern motorists realize that 
the tires on the vehicles in which 
they ride represent an entire year’s 
eutput of crude rubber from no less 
than eight trees, — 


The world average of rubber tree 
production is about four to five 
pourds each year per tree. 

Research and expediments in selec- 
tive planting, conducted on the Good- 
vear Tire & Rubber Company's rub- 
vr plantations in Sumatra have 
proved that the average per year yield 
of rubber trees can be increased from 
100 to 150 per cent. 


This high development in method 
of rubber raising is explained by J. 
Bh. Ingle, managing director of the 
Goodyear Orient Company, who re- 
turned here recently to spend a fur- 
lough of several months. 

The Goodyear plantations are at 
Dolok Merangir and Wingfoot, Sum- 
atra, almost exactly half-way around 
the world from the parents company 
in Akron. In all, the company has 
about 49,000 acres and more than one- 
third of this area is cleared and 
planted, 

“The average per tree wield for 
one year in the past has been four to 
five pounds,” says Ingle. “Now we 
nre getting eight pounds and even 
more from many trees and expect to 
increase the average of the areas now 
being planted to this figure within a 
lew years. 

“Buds from high yielding trees are 
now grafted to healthy young stumps. 
it bas been found that the charac- 
teristics of certain high yielding buds 
will predominate after this grafting 
process. 

“Young trees are then set out with 
approximately 250 trees to the acre. 
When four years old these trees are 
test-tapped to determine their yield. 
The low-yield trees are gradually 
thinned out until eventually only 85 
or OO, all of the high-yield variety, 
remain to the acre. By this method 
the trees are provided with ample 
room to grow in when they arrive 

+ full maturity, which is at the age 
f about 10 years. Usually trees on 
the averace plantation are tapped at 
live years, 

“The research department experi- 
ments constantly to improve stocks 
hy selecting the extra-high-yield trees 
as mother trees for future plantings. 

“It is altogether reasonable to an- 
ticipate that within a few years even 
<reater increases in the per-tree rub- 
her yield will be accomplished,” Ingle 
said. 


It was also pointed out that more 
then 50 per cent of the world’s rub- 
her supply is raised by natives on 
small private farms. These natives, 
however, make no effort to farm 
scientifically and most of the im- 
provements in the growing industry 
hare resulted from Dutch, English 
and American enterprise.

Duplex-Down-DraftManifold 
Developed First by Marmon 


To Marmon goes the credit for 
being the pioneer in developing and 
placing into practical use the method 
of carburetion and manifolding that 
has brought the straight-eight engine 
to its present state of efficiency and 
flexibility. 

This development, which has been 
adopted throughout the industry, is 
now known on Marmon straight eights 
as duplex down draft manifolding, 1+ 
relatively simple yet highly effective 
arrangement for enhancing’ the 
smoothness and flexibility of _ the 
straight eight engine. : 

The advantage of this method of 
manifolding are two-fold; first, the 
explosive mixture is efficiently dis- 
tributed.and vaporization is kept uni- 
form and, second, each cylinder re 
ceives exactly the same amount cf 
fuel as the other seven cylinders. 

In the course of the experimental 
work preceding the introduction of the 
first Marmon straight eight in 1926 
Marmon engineérs encountered’ the 
same obstacle that had previously 
blocked the development of. the

Florida Run * 


Racing through rain and snow from | aK 
Palm Beach, Fia., to Asbury Park; | 


N. J., a stock Chrysler “77” roadster 
recently bridged the gap of 1,381 miles 
in 23 hours and 2 minutes, an ar- 
erage speed of approximately 60 miles 
an hour. To maintain this average, — 
a speed of 15 to 20 miles an hour 


| faster was frequently reached on open 


country roads. 


‘This record-breaking run was made 
with no special equipment other than 
an extra 20-gallon gasoline tank and 
was officially timed by motor clubs 
under A. A. A. supervision. Peter F. 
Wertz, Chrysler dealer at Asbury 
Park, and Don March, Chrysler 
dealer in Belmar, N. J. alternated 
behind the wheel, and no stops were 
made except for fuel end oil. 


This daring team of drivers first.

DENIES WIDOW EXISTS 


NEW YORK, March 8.—(UN)— 
A legal battle over the estate of 
Abraham Lincoln Erlanger, theatri- 
cal producer, seemed certain today 
with the announcement by Max D. 
Steuer, attorney, that Chariotte Fis- 
eal claimed to be the common law 
wife of the dead theater magnate. 

Erlanger's estate is variously esti- 
mated at from several thousand dol- 
lara to $75,000,000. 

And while Steuer and his client 
are firm in their claims of a com- 
mon law marriage, Erlanger’s busi- 
ness associates and relatives are just 
as firm in their denials that he ever 
married after divorcing his first wife 
December 23, 1911. 

“Mr. Erlanger and I had _ beep 
happy together for 18 years,” sobbed 
the pretty, <dark-eyed, black-haired 
woman, at her Riverside drive apart- 
ment where Erlanger died. 

Asked whether she and Erlanger 
had been married by formal ceremony, 
she said: 

“TI was his wife. 
me any more.” 

But Erlancer’s brother, former su- 
preme court justice Mitchell Erlanger, 
said : 

‘There is no Mrs. Erlanger.” 

And that statement was repeated | 
by Francis E. Reid, for years pub- 
licity man of the Erlanger’ enter- 
prises, 

But Steuer continued: | 

“Mrs. Erlanger, in whose arms Er- 
langer died Friday at their home on 
Ktiverside drive, is his widow. Every 
department store in New York had 
charge accounts in the name of Mrs. 
Erlanger and the records of the Am- 
bassador and the Shelbourne hotels, 
at Atlantie City, will show that Mr. 
and Mrs. Erlanger lived there. Mr. 
Kirlanger was well known to the man- 
agement of both places. 

“Confidential employes of Erlan- 
cer have arranged transportation and 
reservations many times for Mr. and 
Mrs. Erlanger. We will not have 
the slightest difficulty in proving 
that there is a Mrs. Erlanger,”

It is known that she stopped her 
automobile almost every afternoon at 
lirlanger’s offices to take him home.

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Murderous quarrels break out among prisoners and are quelled by savage Arab soldiers, who kill and maim as many of convicts as they can. 


The Terrors of Devil’s Island 


Cen By EDMUND GILLIGAN 


VOIDED by every craft that cross- 

ed her course, the prison ship 

Martiniere of the French govern- 

ment, a few days ago completed 
her slow, dragging voyage to the penal 
islands off the Atlantic coast of New 
Guiana, South America, and landed her 
cargo of 600 convicts. 

Early in December, the ugly-looking ves- 
sel, with her crowded holds echoing the 
groans and curses of the unhappy men 
chained there, pulled away from the har- 
bor of Marseilles. a 

Again and again the traditional cry of 
the French convict thundred: “Mort aux 
vaches! Mort aux vaches!” Death to the 
bulls—to the policemen. As the condemned 
men parted forever from France and their 
weeping women, the scene was so frightful, 
and the hysteria mounted into such a cres- 
cendo of curses and obscene oaths that the 
country was shocked. The whole world 
read the descriptions in amazement 

Fresh impetus was thus given to the cam- 
paign against the prison colony. French 
legislators and the press have long ad- 
vocated abolition of the penal settlement. 
Americans have sent many protests. The 
obstinate government officials relented suf- 
ficiently to permit the Salvation Army to 
begin rescue work among the prisoners liv- 
ing, on the mainland. 

The furore that arose at the time of the 
departure of the prison ship was at its 


height when Henri Bellon made a dramatic 
return from Devil's Island. 

It was the first time in many years that 
a convict had returned from that desolate 
island. 

Henri Bellon had been there 11 years. 
More terrible even than all the horrors he 
described was the fact that he had been 
condemned by a legal error. 

Bellon was wrongly convicted of betray- 
ing a French spy operating in Switzerland 
during the war. 

Whenwreedom at last came, he described 
to the newspapers of Paris the appalling 
place where he had suffered, the ferocious 
quarrels between the sun-mad convicts, the 
tragic failures of their efforts to escape, 
and the loneliness of their surroundings. 

In his own story, Bellon calls Devil's 
Island a disgrace to civilization. 

“Imagine,” he writes, “a rock 4,000 feet 
long and 1,000 feet wide with a few stunted 
trees growing in crevices and heat that 
drives men insane. Add to that the cruel 
guards, rotten food, the desperate charac- 
ter of the ‘lifers’ imprisoned there, and one 
has a slight idea of the hideous existence 
that a few damned souls and their equally 
damned keepers lead on this cursed isle 

You must remember that the principai 
penal settlement of several thousand men is 
on the mainland, some miles back of Cay- 
enne, the capital and port of French 
Guiana; only a few traitors and particu- 


larly desperate murderers, all serving life 
sentences; are kept on Devil's Island. 

“When I arrived, having been sentenced 
to life imprisonment for an act of treason 
of which I was completely innocent, there 
were 36 convicts there, When I left there 
were only 10. All the others had died or 
had been allowed to go to the penal settle- 
ment on the mainiand 

“Soon there will only be nine, because 
one of the 10 has been sentenced to death 
by his fellows. This man betrayed a gang 
who were trying to escape. They discovered 
his treachery, and have decided to kill him. 
He will be found pinned to his cot some 
morning soon, with a iong knife plunged 
through his heart. 

“I had the strange fortune to be placed 


‘In the same cabin where the famous Drey- 


fus, and later Ullmo, were imprisoned 
Ullmo was the young French naval officer 
who fel) under the influence of a beauti- 
ful adventuress. He stole all the French 
secret naval codes from the captain's safe 
on board the destroyer Carbine and tried to 
sell them to a foreign power, 

“This cabin, like the others, consisted of 
a room 18 square, separated by iron 
bars from another room When Dreyfus 
was there, this second room was occupied 
by a watch, consisting of one guard and 
three trusties, all armed with revolvers, who 
were changed every 24 hours. 

“Some of the old guards were stil) there 


feet 


in my time, and they told me how they had 


watched Dreyfus day and night. The bed 
in his cell was fixed to a wall, as it-is today 
even, and every night they used to chain 
Dreyfus’ feet to a stout tron bar. 

“The hut is surrounded by a palisade 18 
feet high, so that absolutely nothing can 
be seen from within, Every time a boat 


passed near the island, the Jewish officer 
was put in chains for fear an attempt 
would be made to rescue him. I myself 
saw in the prison log-book the orders to 
shoot Dréyfus down rather than allow him 
to be rescued, He could only go out for a 


walk over the rocks, which have been burned 


absolutely black by the sun, when accom- 
panied by his four guards with drawn 
weapons 

“His only pastime was to walk to the 
farthest end of the island and gaze at the 
horizon. He built himself a erude stone 
bench, which is still there. Poor Drevifus 
had a terribie time, On the alightest provo- 
cation he was given the worst punisahmen*, 
as well as covered with insults. It is all 
written in the prison records, and I read 
it with my own eyes 

“The Dreyfus case eventually made such 
nan scandal in France that conditions on Unie 
islam! were slightly improved, and aithough 
Ulimo's crime was just as serious aa Drey-

“We 
don’t take him. What we want is selected 
men, and what we develop is trained mén.” 

It has been pointed out in naval discus- 
gions that the British navy totals only 80,- 
793 enlisted men, as compared to our own 
84500. But the British figure leaves out 
the potential help of the Australians, and 
of sundry Canadian, South African and 
New Zealand forces totaling 5,984; it also 
omits the 2,800 in the naval air service and 
3,912 in the auxiliary service. Our figure 
includes every one on every “beefboat”’ and 
hospital ship. 

The total strength of our enlisted per- 
sonnel is limited by our appropriations. It 
can be extended by paying less to more peo- 
ple, contracted by paying more to fewer 
people. It varies up and down around a 
median line of about 84,000. 

American naval experts frequently ex- 
press regret that up to the present time no 
personnel program has accompanied any 
building program. The five new light cruis- 
ers to be commissioned within the year, 
they say, will require about 3,160 men. How 
will they be provided? 

At the same time, our 16 battleships in 
full commission this last year had an al- 
lowance for only 91.9 per cent of their full 
complement, our present ten first-line cruis- 
ers had only 92.6 per cent, our two first-line 
aircraft carriers only 87.5 per cent and our 
103 first-line destroyers only 85.5 per cent 
ef their complement. 

In other words, our appropriations have 
mot been sufficient to man the existing 
mavy properly although every effort was 
made to economize in the numbers of en- 
listed men required. 

Yet, in spite of the fact that it is badly 
undermanned. Our navy is daily strength- 
ening its determination to handpick its en- 
listed men. 

For the British, the navy is a worldly 
career to be chosen by ordinary men as a 
life work, like any other. Ancient tradition 
operates to keep it so in modern, demo- 
cratic England. The British youth who en- 


Jists must be “not less than 15 and a quar- 


ter years old, and not more than 17 and 
three-quarters years old.” He enlists for 12 
years. When he emerges close to the age 
of 30 he may or may not be unfit for a 
landsman's life. 


British theory of his enlistment exactly 
parallels British tradition in the officer 
class, for which the age of entering naval 
training was just recently raised, to the 
senility of 13 years. 


The enlisted man may resign from the 
British navy under that 12-year period only 
by showing strong personal need—such as 
contributing to the support of aged and in- 
firm parents—or by buying his release. 

Where the British navy looks to see that 
fits recruit is not too old, our navy looks to 
see that he is not too young. We seek to be 
sure that he is mature enough for free 
choice and we refuse to keep unwilling 
workers. At that, our men are not exactly 
aged. Twenty-five thousand of them are 


between 21 and 24, and half of them are 
between 21 and 29 years old. 
The boy of 17 is accepted only when he 


can show all sorts of “consent” papers and 
age certificates. Like all others, he is en- 


listed only for a term of four years, after 
which he may choose whether he will re- 
‘enlist or not. The outside, upward age for 
enlistment is 22, and if he is 18 or younger 
he may choose, when he attains his ma- 
jority, whether to remain in the service. 

Staying because they. wished to, more than 
72 per cent of the total men im the navy 
re-enlisted this last year. The large ma- 
jority of them were second-term men or 
better. It is a navy saying that if a man 
once re-enlists he is theirs for life. The 
greatest loss is at the end of the first four- 
year term. Then, about a third Stay and the 
other two-thirds of first enlistments, to the 
tune of about 10,000 a year, return to pri- 
vate life. 

Regarding this. fact, our navy realizes it 
is confronted with a dual responsibility. Its 
first and greatest specialized duty is to 
train men for the battle line. Its second is 
to educate them so that if they again be- 
come plain citizens of this republic they 
will find themselves equipped for life. 

This second duty also the navy performs 
superbly, providing the enlisted men with 
better business or technical training than 
they would have received in our average 
school system if they had remained on 
shore. 

Time was when there was ‘competition 
between recruiting stations for numbers of 
enlistments. Those days are over. Now the 
competition is for quality, not quantity. 
The year just past saw 81,848 men apply, 
with only 13,719 accepted by the navy. 
There’s a waiting list today at every navy 
recruiting station, in spite of the fact that 


they will get relatively less pay for the next — 


four years than they could get in civilian 
jobs ashore. Why? 

“What's hard to get is what the Amer- 
ican wants,” a navy officer remarked to 
me. But also he pointed out that dotted 
about the country are many other lads who 
have had that navy training and are mak- 
ing good on it. Down the street is the chap 
who is running his own garage—he learned 
all about gas engines in the navy; up the 
street is a lad rising in a drugstore busi- 
ness—he studied pharmacy in the navy. 

Officials in Washington figure out the 
minimum requirements and send out word 
to the recruiting stations. With their quotas 
fixed, the officers handpick the applicants. 

The very locations of the recruiting sta- 
tions have been carefully chosen. They are 
placed in good communities, where decent 
citizens resort, not wharf rats and bums, 

Our navy today is an institution which 
picks out men who have a latent “best” 
and helps to bring out that “best.” It 
makes men out of boys, gentiemen out of 
men and sometimes also officers as well as 
gentlemen. Each year a hundred enlisted 
men may go (if they want to and can 
qualify) to Annapolis to take officers’ train- 
ing. 

ae the navy seeks to develep personal 
responsibility, leadership, quickness of wit 
in an emergency. There are almost daily 
examples of the effectiveness of its train- 
ing. 

But a word-of-mouth story I heard sug- 
gests a deeper meaning. I call it the Han- 
kow Gesture, or how an enlisted man avert- 
ed an international episode. 

Concentrated Chinese hatred of all for- 
éigners is at its height. Bluejacket goes 
ashore. Bluejackets are traditional meat for 
Chinese ricksha coolies. This bluejacket 
ashore does not hire a ricksha. He walks 
into an inn. While he is in the inn a rick- 
sha coolie draws up to the door and waits. 

Biuejacket comes out and the ricksha 
coolie demands his pay for waiting for him. 
Bluejacket refuses to be stung. He starts to

walk away, while the ricksha coolie shouts. 
Out from doorway and cave-hole, up 
from the very street, rises quickly a sin- 
ister mob of howling Chinese, threatening 
bluejacket. It is touch and go for his life. 
Bluejacket turns and surveys them. Then 
he makes a sweeping gesture—as a man 
who draws a knife. They momentarily fall 


back, still threatening. A yell and a for- 
ward thrust of the mob. Bluejacket leans 


over the coolie, draws a cigarette from the 
eoolie’s pocket. With a laugh, a superb wave 
of the hand, bluejacket lights the cigarette. 
The mob is changed into his laughing sym- 
pathizers. The coolie has “lost face.” For 
bluejacket knows his Chinese—and has 
kept his head. 

From the moment of enlisting, that train- 
ing begins. The recruit is sent at once to 
a training station at Hampton Roads, Great 
Lakes in Chieago, Newport or San Diego. 
New arrivals are kept for a sort of incuba- 
tion period of three weeks under observa- 
tion for physical disease, for moral or men- 
tal disorders, 

General classification tests are given 
them. 

At the same time a careful study of each 
individual man is made. Sometimes a chap 
thinks he wishes to be machinist’s mate 
and finds his true talent by transferring to 
the hospital corps; or he finds that though 
he thought he would be a radio man he is 
really better fitted to become a yeoman. 

For nine weeks he stays at the land sta-

tion, directing toward a specialty if ad- 
visable, yet at once beginning to learn the 
lowly tasks that every seaman must learn— 
how to wash in a bucket of water and laun- 
der his clothes in it afterwards; how to 
keep his clothes in order and stow them 
in a seabag, how to sleep in a hammock 
and swing it overhead by day, how to clean 
up after mess and stow the table over- 
head—and how to keep his self-respect in 
every task. 

Every ship’s company is divided tnto de- 
partments, each undér its own officer. With- 
in each department there is a further ar- 
rangement into divisions each with its di- 
vision officer and ‘into sections under 
junior and petty officers. 3 .. 

Each division is assigned a certarn part 
of the ship, with its own lockers, its own 
hammocks to be properly stowed, its fold- 
ing mess tables seating ten each and mess 
benches. | 

At 5:30 in the morning (or five, in the 
tropics) all hands are turned out to a cup 
of coffee and much cleaning up and rou- 
tine of morning watch, hungrily falling 
upon the 7:30 breakfast of ham, bacon, 
beans, eggs, pancakes and fresh fruit when 
the ship is near enough to sources of sup- 
ply. 

At 8:15 the bugle sounds again, and the 
bosun’s mate pipes to clean f&p the wreck- 
age after breakfast, to sweep the decks 
and shine the brightwork. 

Quarter past nine, and the bugle calls 
quarters. All fall in on deck. Now is the 
time for inspection and for announcements 
by the division officer of ‘items of jnterest.” 

Now the “sun-dodger’ comes up from his 
dark lair below decks and joins in setting- 
up exercises in the fresh air, and for routine 
drill. And always, except on Saturday and 
Sunday, there is “battle-stations’—that droll 
which makes doing your part in time of 
danger_as instinctive as shutting the eye. 

Canned problems are given the men for 
quick solution. Ship control problems. Sud- 
den cry that a steering gear is out. What to 
do? A boiler is out. What to do? An ex- 
plosion in a turret; some one theoretically 
seriously wounded. You, men in the medical 
corps, get that stretcher down the hatch 
without killing the patient. Gunnery prob- 
lems. Communication problems. Training on 
a target, leading and simulating fire with 
spotterS in an aircraft giving corrections 
by radio to each separate ship in the battle 
line. “Canned problems’’—but problems to 
keep the men awake, alive to emergency. 

Dinner time. A sacred hour for the men, 
during which the band plays and the boys 
forget their troubles. Then an afternoon 
devoted to the upkeep of the ship. And in 
that upkeep, the processes of a whole town. 
Steel scaled by salt water to be chipped 
and red-leaded. Gear stowed below getting 
rotten; break it out and repair. Overhaul 
the machinery. Make pills or squint down 
a microscope for the ship's doctor. Make 
up the ship’s books. 

Work stops at 4:30. In port it means 
liberty. At sea it means sailor amusements 
—boxing, wrestling and the sailor's favorite 
game of “Acey-ducey.” It also means end- 


less scrubbing and mending of clothes. At 
half past five there is supper and after 
that there are movies and at half past nine 
the bosun’s mate pipes down. 

It is an active life. In the work of the 
ship itself there is a considerable experi- 
ence for civilian life. The veoman handling 
his books, the carpenter, the painter, the 
pharmacist, the radio men, the mechanics 
—all are working daily at peacetime jobs. 

Of the ten thousand of these men who 
annually return to private life, many enter 
the naval] reserve. Not all of them. Yet it 
is to their navy training that we must look 
for added experienced help in the event olf 
national need.

‘Passing Goulashes’ De- 
light of Freak Hand 
Seekers; Now Have Set 
of Laws. 


O MANY bridgers the game's 
greatest thrill comes from freak 
hands—those with great strings of 
cards of oné or two suits. Such 
players are the ones who invented the 
“goulash,” which is made optional in the 
laws of contract bridge. If goulashes are be- 
ing played, one occurs whenever a hand is 
passed out. Each player sorts his cards into 
suits, arranging those of each suit in the 
order of their value; the dealer places his 
cards face down, and the others in turn, 
beginning on the dealer’s right, place their 
cards on top of the pile. The cards are cut. 
once, then dealt five at a time to each 


player, again five at a time and finally 
three. ' 

This, of course, results in many queer 
hands. Even some auction players, in 


search of new thrills, have tried goulashes 
as a novelty. Seldom does one fail to pro- 
duce at least one powerful one-suiter or 
two-suiter, sometimes each player having a 
Strong freak hand. Naturally they result in 
frequent slams. 

“Out-Goulash the Goulash.” 


No sooner had goulashes become popular 
in certain circles than their members be- 
gan. to carry the idea further and “out- 
goulash the goulash.” After the goulash 
deal they adopted the procedure of having 
the partners exchange cards. North would 
pass three of his cards to South in ex- 
change for three of South’s cards, while 
East and West made a similar exchange. 
Then the partners would exchange twhb 
more cards and, finally, one more card. 
Sometimes the order was reversed, begin- 
ning with a single trade, followed by a 
double and finally a triple swap:*°Skill in 
choosing which cards to pass—in order to 
build up partner’s hand or have him build 
up yours—was developed to a high degree 
by some players. Even signals arose where- 
by one partner could tell the other which 
cards he retained in his hand by means of 
the choice and arrangement of those he 
passed. 

Of course, such a novelty, not provided 
for by the laws, could not be indulged in 
properly without the consent of all the 
players. So many cases of unanimous con- 
sent appeared, however, in various club and 
home groups that eventually some regula- 
tion became necessary to prevent misunder- 
standing when these “passing goulashes” 
were attempted. Nowhere were they more 
popular than at the Cavendish Club in New 
York, so in answer to the demand the club 
tackled the problem. 

Representative Committee. 

A representative committee was appoint- 
ed, headed by Gratz M. Scott, president of 
the club, with Edwin A Wetzler, secretary, 
as vice-chairman.

WHIST NOT DEAD 


Card games of “the whist ‘family’ may 
be wndergoing a constant evolution—from 
whist to bid whist,.to bridge whist, to auc- 
tion bridge, to contract bridge, to what 
next? But it seems that none of them ever 
dies. The granddaddy of them all, whist, is 
still a vigorous old gentleman in some 
groups. Last month’s Chicago champion- 
ship tournament, a regular three-ring circus 
with whist, auction and contract title events, 
was far from the only case of its kind. 


In various localities the old game, which 
only involves the play of the cards without 
any bidding, the trump being eng eoer a 
by the turn of a card, is played not merely 
for its own sake, but as fine trick-taking 
practice for devotees of the other games. 
The fact that there is no dummy in whist 
furnishes special problems of deduction as 
to the proper way to play the cards in 
certain situations.

Cards Exposed During the Auction 

If, during the auction, a player lead or 
expose a card, it must be left face up on 
the table; and if it be a ten.or higher card, 
the partner of the offender is barred from 
further participation in the auction. If the 
offender become declarer or dummy, the 
card is no longer exposed; but if he become 
an adversary of the declarer, the card, re- 
gardiess of its rank, remains exposed until 
played. If the player at the left of the 
offender become the declarer, he may, be- 
fore the dummy is laid down, prohibit the 
partner of the offender from leading the 
suit of the exposed card. When two or more 
cards are exposed by the same player, all 


are subject to these provisions, but the de- 
clarer, of course, may not forbid the lead 
of more than three suits.

The reason, so Stod- 
dard believes, lies in the fact that where 
women have many dresses men have only 
two or three suits. To make a decent show- 
ing by comparison with their brightly and 
variantly clad sisters they demand that 
they be pressed as perfectly as possible. 

Such is human frailty No. 1, as found and 
reported by Stoddard. It gives him a world 
of material on which to muse. Stoddard is 
something of a detective.

of material or workmanship which might 
call for ‘special handling. 

It was then that the find was made—

Was that man happy when he got it 
back? 

At the hotel he was ransacking every-~ 
thing in his room, accusing everybody from 
manager to bell-boy of theft, when the 
phorie call, came. He almost went into hys- 
teria. 

A sum of that size was unusual, of course, 
but it is by no means out of the ordinary 
to find money left or hidden away. in 
clothing. No account of such finds made at 
the Stoddard plant has been kept, but 
Stoddard estimates ,it at @ thousand a 
month. That would be a pretty good profit 
of itself . . if it didn’t go back. 

It is found in every conceivable part of 
clothes, without respect to denomination. 
Twenties, fifties and hundreds are found 
in the same places that nickles and dimes 
are. Money is found in watch pockets and 
vest pockets. One of the favored places 1s 
to sew it beneath the lining on the under 
side of the coat pocket flaps. 

Women are as bad as men when it comes 
to secreting money or leaving it in cloth- 
ing. Their heyday in this line, from the op- 
portunities offered, was in the time of flow- 
ing skirts, puffs in the shoulders, bustles 
and petticoats. All of them, especially petti- 
coats, were adapted to hiding things. And 
full advantage was taken. 

It would seem that in this day of scantier 
apparel that fewer opportunities would be 
offered. But experience in a dry cleaning 
establishment like that in a co-educational 
institute, teaches quickly that a woman’s 
coat may hide almost anything. The first 
thing they do when a coat comes in is to 
examine the lining, especially around the 
collar. - 

At a cleaners they look for money for 
two reasons. First, its valuable. And second, 
a few miscellaneous bills when imersed in 
cleaning fluids may ruin a _—- greater 
value of clothing. 

Money is not the only thing left in cloth- 
ing. Stoddard buys no golf tees, although Re 


plays. Those taken from the pockets of oth- 


er golfers in suits sent to his shop supply 
more than he needs. 

Most common among the articles left in 
clothing are fountain pens, gold or silver 
pencils, knives and tickets. Six tickets to

cleaners a few days before the game. Their 
owner was almost as glad as that of the 
$45,000 to get them back. The variety of 
tickets is endless—dance, theater, fair or 
Easter egg hunt, or what have you? 
Even tooth brushes find their way to the 
dry cleaners. Not new ones—used ones. And 
a set of false teeth showed up one day, not 
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to mention a pistol essppmaetes left in a 
pocket. 

A fair proportion of Atlanta’s masculine 
population has never quite grown up. A 
surprisingly large number of pockets-—and 
their owners would surprise you—reveal 
pieces of string and chalk, fish hooks, gun 
Shells and marbles.

Stoddard, we were saying before all that 
came up, is a bit of a detective. When a 
man works at the cleaning game as long 
as he has he develops a sort of instinct 
for it. There are a lot of things that tell 
tales to cleaners. 

Take a cut place and a few dark stains 
in a man’s suit. 


“This man was cleaning a sparkplug with 
a knife. It slipped and cut him,” Stoddard 
deduces. 

Why and how? Very simple. A touch of 
hydrogen peroxide to the spots causes them 
to foam. They are blood. And did you notice 
the minute fragments about the stains that 
seem to be of slate or a low grade coal. 
They are carbon. ‘The sparkplug follows 
logically. 

But the sparkplug stain is relatively simple 
to deduce. It has become common along 
with the automobile. Cleaners learn to 
know them and other auto stains at a 
glance. ™ 

They can even spot a radio bug. A suit 
comes in with microscopic holes in the 
goods, especially on the trouser thighs. They 
may be ash holes from a cigarette, or moth 
holes, or acid or alkali holes. A piece of lit- 
mus paper will show by its reaction if it is 
acid or alkali, That ascertained—who but a 
radio bug would ruin a suit of that quality 
in mechanical work? 

If you would have secrets don’t sénd your 


clothing to a cleaner. Every stain, to his . 


experienced eye, reveals it cause. Even pro- 
hibition. 

Prohibition stains were known before the 
eighteenth amendment, but they began 
their increase to present proportions with 
the advent of prohibition. But there the re- 
lationship ceases. They are the stains of 
soft drinks. ,; 

According to Stodard, it is impossible to 
stand at a counter or sit at a table where 
drinks are served without gathering some 
amount of stain. The marble top may ap- 
pear spotiess, freshly wiped with a damp 
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cloth. But all of the spilled liquids are 
never quite removed. Some small particles 
remain, to adhere to arms and elbows, 
These fountain stains to a cleaner are an 
unmitigated: nuisance. Every fountain has 
its own formulae for drinks. And the stain 
of each requires its own special treatment. 
In such -natters a cleaner adds the _— 
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ties of -a chemist to his other accomplish- 
ments. Every spot in every piece of goods 
must be analyzed before an attempt is made 
to clean it. Each dye demands its individual 
treatment. A mistake may cost an expen- 
sive dress, 

When Stoddard started out a boy could 
grow up with the trade, But now a special 
institute is maintained by the National As- 
sociation of Dyers and Cleaners at Silver 
Spring, Md., for training boys for the pro- 
fession. A racket becomes of age! 


The humanities of cleaning enter evea 
into its technical and practical fields, 
Which would you say, ‘off-harnt, involved 
the greater task, cleaning and pressing the 
voluminous dresses of other days or the two 
and a half yard affairs of today? Easy, of 
course. The more ‘dress the more work. 

But there you miss. It works the other 
way. The less dress the more work. In that 
quaint day you cleaned a dress and then 
you pressed it. But now you take them to 
pieces first. 


A competent staff of dressmakers is 
maintained by almost all cleaners, They rip 
up and re-rffake dresses before and after 
cleaning. Sometimes, even before and after 
pressing. For nowadays, despite the paucity 
of material, the pleats and folds are so 
complicated that it requires much greater 
care and skill to press one properly. 


There are box pleats, sun burst pleats, and 
pleats of a dozen other kinds. Formerly a 
cleaner ran across only a” few pleated 
dresses and they were simple and could be 
done by hand. Now a machine is required 
and the process resolves, itself into a com- 
plete re-making of the skirt. 


Cleaners keep on the job, eternally striv- 
ing to keep up with the human element, 
That's the racket of their game. 


No sooner does a new piece of goods ap<- 
pear in the shops than they display an in- 
terest, not in the goods so much as in how 
to clean them, They send employes about te 
locate and bring back samples of new goods. 
Stoddard had a handful of such samples 
the other day. He selected one and stroked 
it with his finger. 

“Now that's going to give cleaners a lot 
of trouble,” he said, “but it is beautiful and 
women undoubtedly will buy it. We have te 
experiment with it and see how it can be 
cleaned without injury. , 

“Such problems are a part of every clean- 
er’s business, and each of them must know 
what is what when it comes to fabrics, 
Stains and dyes. He must know-—” 


And he does know. He knows a lot about 
a & lot of things.

a EVERAL years ago we saw a play 
and learned some terrifying things 

5 “4 _ about Paris. A gripping, villainous 
melodrama, “The Mysteries of 
Paris,” packed the house for weeks and the 
things witnessed there kept us on edge for 
years—in fact, until a short time ago, when 
we went abroad. But prepared for a first- 
hand iook into the dark corners of Mont- 
martre and a tour through the damp, drip- 
ping sewérs of crime underneath the gay 
city, we were by no means ready for what 
we actually did see. “The Mysteries of Paris” 
on the American stage and the mysteries of 
Paris in Paris are two very different mat- 
, ‘to Hegin with, we,were almost stupified 
by a baker’s boy on a bicycle who nearly 
ran over us the first evening we crossed 
Place Vendome. It .was a foggy, drizzly 
night, with taxi headlights flaring up from 

. the wet pavement—the poorest night in the 
world that a boy could choose to ride his 
bicycle—and he missed us by practically 


~ nothing. How he managed to do so was the 


first Parisian mystery we recorded. And on 
its heels was the second in the form of a 
red paper Chinese lantern that he carried 


in his teeth..This was a thing to be investi- | 


gated, and we decided to make a note of 
it as soon @s we were safely across the 
square and on the Rue de la Paix. There 
were no red paper lanterns running through 
the plot on the American stage—nor 


‘ bicycles, either, This was new material. So, 


by the light of a jeweler’s window, out came 
the notebook and we jotted down, “red 
lanterh in teeth.” 
Right then another surprise came up! 
There was loud talking in our ear and we 
discovered that a gentleman, strangely ex- 
cited,- was telling us about what we had 
just written in the book. He was thoroughly 
upset over it, in Freneh too rapid for us, 
but presently he found some English and 
with it explained very clearly that we had 
no right to make notes and he would have 
us taken to jail! He said it was against 
the law and he wanted to see the book. — 
Our first thought was, NO; but realizing 
how nicely the miysteries were coming along 
it seemed folly to miss this, so we handed 
it over and pointed to the page, He moved 
nearer the window and read the four words; 
then he flipped a few pages and read the 
words again. Finally with a suspicious look 
he asked what the words meant. Some- 
where we' had once heard that the handiest 
thing to carry.around Paris is a smile, so 
we smiled and said, “Tell us ‘first why it’s 
so dangerous to own a pencil and a note- 
book ?” SS 
The gentleman solved, the mystery at once 
by explaining that he had thought we were 
sketching things from his window, and that 
that sort of business means life at hard 
labor in France. Then we told him we had 
not noticed his jewels because of our con- 
centration on red lanterns and we asked 
him if he knew why baker's’ boys carried 
them in their teeth? Naturally that made 
no sense to him, even if it was one of his 
own home town mysteries.. It must have 
been right under his nose for years, but 
still he couldn't understand what difference 
it made to us or why we wanted to put it 
in a notebook. 
In a way, it did seem unimportant; on 
the other hand, if we hadn't put it in the 


/ 


- book we might never have discovered how 


dangerous it is to make notes in front of 
stores; a Jess painstaking storekeeper might 
one day have clapped us suddenly behind 
the bars with no explanation whatsoever 
and we would have had a good 20-year 
mystery on our hands. With this alarming 
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thought taking form, we thanked him and 
put the book away, raised our hat and hur- 
ried on toward the opera. 

It is hardly necessary to mention that 


night is the real time for mysteries in Paris. 


Our first evening there proved it with three 
in rapid succession and a fourth very soon 
afterward. In the afternoon, what we 
thought was going to be a small one at 
least, turned out to be nothing at all; a 
gendarme cleared it up immediately? We 
noticed, hanging over a tobacco store, a red 
tin affair that seemed to be a mooring 
buoy a long way from home: on second 
thought we decided it probably indicated 
that the tobacco shop also sold fishing 
tackle, but not knowing any French fishing 
tackle words we didn't go inside to inquire. 
Instead, we stopped a young policeman and, 
pointing to the. red tiny buov, asked him 
what it was : 

“C’est un " clgare, ” he said br iefly. We 
took his word, but it didn't look like a 
cigar to us. It was a plain red tin moor- 
ing buoy with the mystery knocked out of 
it. However, there was nothing so simple 
about the fourth mystery we ran into that 
night. It tangled itself around us about an 
hour after the gentleman had examined 
the book. 

We were finishing dinner when it sud- 
denly seemed that a glass of plain cold 
water would~be very good, so we spoke 
to the waiter about it. He called an assist- 
ant and sent him across the room to speak 
to a chap who was mixing a salad, We 


watched the conversation for a few minutes 
and then saw the fellow go away to join a 
party on the ‘other side of the room. Pres- 
ently we caught the eye of a head waiter 
and he hurried to the table, eagerly. We told 
him about the water and he snapped his 
fingers at a boy who was passing with an 
armful of glassware; then he walked over 
and spoke to the orchestra leader. Soon 
afterward he was busy with a crepe Suzette. 

In a little while the boy who had been 
carrying glasses came back carrying two 
pots of coffee, and as he went by we beck- 
oned and he nodded; about the same time 
an idle waiter ambled past, so we signaled 
and he came quickly to see what was 
wanted. 

We explained about the water. Instantly 
he summoned two other waiters, issued a 
swift order and together they hastened to 
a nearby table frem which the guests were 
departing. They drew back the chairs and 
bowed, and then the one we had spoken 
to gathered up the table linen and gave it 
to the boy who had carried the coffee a few. 
minutes before. After that he went to help 
a friend melt some butter for a dish of 
cauliflower and later we noticed him servy- 
ing soup. 

The coffee boy came along again with an 
armful of plates, but he did not see us be- 
cause our waiter was in the way. But the 
head waiter glanced at us and we motioned 
to him; he came up smiling, bringing an- 
other waiter with him. He listened to our 
Story and said something to the waiter;

our own waiter turnéd around at that very 
moment and the three of them set to work 
getting a large serving wagon out of the 
way. When it was safely trundled through a 
door the head waiter spoke to the orchestra 
leader and then looked out into the street. 


Our waiter shortly appeared with a huge 
bow! of strawberries for the next table, and 
as soon as he had dished them out and 
brought a bowl of sour cream and an ash 
tray we got his eye and he stepped over to 
see what we wanted. We told him about the 
carafe d’eau ordinaire. In a jiffy he called 
two helpers and told them to bring finger 
bowls for the strawberries while he went to 
fetch a large tray of cheese. We had fin- 
ished our wine and our coffee and had 
nothing special to do for another hour any- 
way, so we didn’t interrupt him; but later- 
on the one who had melted the butter came 
along to watch the serving of the cheese 
and we called him. 


It didn’t take him two seconds to find 
two bus boys and send them off in op- 
posite directions. Presently one of them 
returned with an empty tray and gather- 
ed up a lot of glasses from a serving table; 
we didn't see the other for several minutes, 
and then we caught a glimpse of him over 
in a corner with a broom. About. five min- 
utes later the captain strolled around and 
paused a moment pleasantly to inquire if 
everything had been quite satisfactory. We 
said, yes, quite excellent—except that we 
had been trying for the"last 20 minutes to 
get a drink of water. He was amazed. 
“Twenty minutes!” he exclaimed, “c'est ex- 
traordinaire! Quel mystere! Monsieur, it 
shall come at once!” 


But we stopped him; if it was a mystere, 
we said, that was all we wanted to know. 
If we had come upon another mystery so 
soon we were satisfied, and never mind the 
water. He assured us it was indeed a mys- 
tery and it troubled him deeply. He insist- 
ed upon ordering the water. Then came the 
thought that if he did succeed in producing 


“a carafe it might be a still greater mys- 


tery, so we submitted and allowed him to 
order it. 


A snap of the fingers brought a boy on 
the run. There were a few quick words 
and the lad sped off. The captain smiled 
and bowed and we thanked him, and he 
strolled away. It may have been two min- 
utes, but not more, before - the boy re- 
appeared carrying two pots of coffee which 
he placed on a nearby table, and then, of 
course, we knew that the captain was right. 
‘So we settled the bill and took a walk along 
Boulevard des Italiens, a street, by the way, 
which offers an element of mystery by sud- 
denly ceasing to be itself and becoming in- 
Stead Boulevard Capucines. 


To us this transformation was really 
not a puzzle, for it is accomplished in much 
the same simple way that Kansas becomes 
Oklahoma or Ohio becomes Indiana. It’s 
merely a matter of distance: when Des 
Italieris became long enough it was stopped 
and from that point on called Capucines, 
The taxi drivers all know about it: conse- 
quently, it makes no trouble for strangers 
and it makes no trouble for strangers and 
hardly can be listed as a Paris mystery. 
Certainly it cannot be mentioned in. the 
Same breath with a thing like the gold 
ball with the horse’s tail, or even with the 
nine-foot scarlet calico. 


These mysteries stand quite apart: they 
are more difficult to get at than red paper 
lanterns. The gold ball with the horse's tail, 
for example, has never been solved and 
probably never will be. We ran into it the 
second morning soon after the mail-box 
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mystery had been disposed of. Mail boxes in 
Paris, in case some people may find them- 
selves looking for one next summer, are 
located, as we discovered in a two-hour 
investigation, on every seventh street in 
the middle of the block, except within a 
radius of five blocks from a postoffice, in 


which case they are placed only on the. 


streets that run diagonally here and there. 


We were settling this point wheh we saw 
the first gold ball with its dangling tail 
of horse hair. It was swinging from a 
bracket over a barber shop, gleaming in 
the sun and suggesting nothing but a very 
much overgrown Christmas tree ornament. 
No amount, of questioning from that day to 
this has explained what the thing is sup- 
posed to represent. Paris has thousands of 
them, some bright and some tarnished, each 
one indicating a place for a haircut and a 
shave, but the origin of the symbol is buried. 
Perhaps it is a glorified shaving brush; 
perhaps a round and royal head with & 
flowing beard. 

No less strange and baffling was the scar- 
let calico; in fact that was and still is a 
real shivery question. It first flared in our 
startled face on a windy afternoon as we 
strolled around a corner in a somewhat 
untidy neighborhood of small stores. Nine 
feet of blood red bunting all at once whirl- 
ed itself about our head without warning. 
For no reason at all we were suddenly 
gagged and smothered by silent and un- 
seen assailants—and we put up a battle! 
Tearing madly at the long strip of ugly 
cloth and wondering wildly what sort of red 
crime we had stumbled upon we unwound 
the mysterious folds and stood back breath- 
less for the next attack. 

The situation cleared in a moment and 
we saw that we had been fighting three 
or four yards of red stuff that hung sus- 
pended at the corner of a store. It flapped 
in the breeze because a hook at the lower 
end was unfastened; the upper end was 
above our head, attached to an iron rod 
in the wall. We had no idea what it was 
nor why it was strung up that way; most 
surely it was not an awning and it wasn’t 
displayed for sale. It did not look exactly 
like a mystery and yet it seemed to be one. 


We noticed that the store was a dyeing and 
cleaning shop, and with that in mind we 
went on about our business. 


But less than three streets away we dis- 
covered another crimson streamer strung 
in front of a dyer’s establishment. Later in 
the day we saw three more, all displayed by 
teinturiers, and growing curious we inquired 
whence the idea came. No one knew. One 
dyer told us that his father was a dyer be- 
fore him and had hung a red strip of calico 
outside the shop; consequently, he did the 
same; it was a little wrinkle that all dyers 
had been following for a hundred years. 


A more gifted historian had a fantastic 
yarn about a Moorish chief who spent a 
week-end in Paris, in 1687, and who sent his 
turban out to be dyed red. The dyer hung 
it up in front of the shop to dry, thereby 
gaining certain prestige and incidentally 
giving birth to the emblem that still marks 
establishments of this kind. That was a good 
story, but we also liked the one which traced 
the crimson rag only as far back as the 
Revolution, the underlying idea being that 
there was a great rush f6ér red garments 
at that time and that the dyers hit upon 
the notion of advertising their business by 
displaying a streamer of that modish color. 
But these are only guesswork. The thing 
really is a mystery—and no doubt there's 
blood mixed up with it somewhere. 


Naturally, minor mysteries sprang up 


around us every day in Paris, but we dis-. 


missed them. Things like hard boiled eggs 
on cafe tables and the craze for stewed 
celery we barely noted and dropped with- 
out inquiry. But there was one little mat- 
ter that we observed off and on for several 
days without giving it serious thought, 
which all at once turned out to be no simple 
affair. 

We had occasion to attend a concert an 
evening or two after arriving, and our first 
impression on entering the lobby was that 
the program had been called off. Eight or 
nine serious men in black suits were sta- 
tioned behind a long, high desk, each in a 
dispute with a group of people who ap- 
paremtly had come intending to get in. 
Three or four other gloomy gentlemen in 
black occupied places behind tables or near 


the entrance and were busy shaking their 
heads over various tickets presented to them 
and directing the holders to go anywhere 
else exvepting where they were. Standing 
on the fringe of this disappointed crowd we 
looked around and then went away, real- 
izing that the pianist had probably broken 
his wrist. 

The very next afternoon we had a ticket 
given to us for an orchestra performance at 
another hall and when we got there we 
found a situation very much like the one 
of the previous night. Seven stern, dark 
garbed gentlemen were holding the people 
at bay; there was a clamoring line of men 
and women trying to get near enough to 
the several desks to ask questions, and from 
the general excilement it was evident that 
no concert would be given. And seeing, as 


before, that it was useless to hang around 


we took a taxi and drove in the Bois. 


The following day the friend who had 
given us the seat asked how we liked the 
Program and we told him it was splendid. A 
few nights later we decided to go to the 
opera. But that performance was postponed 
too; we couldn't get near the entrance. At 
least 11 elderly directors and attendants 
were stationed around the lobby crossing 
out tickets with blue pencils and waving 
people away impatiently. We neticed that 
several persons had pushed by the guards 
in spite of everything, including a squad 
of soldiers, but that was not a thing for a 
Stranger to attempt, so we gave up the idea 
of “Faust.” 

As luck would have it, the next night we 


were invited to the Opera Comique; there 
were several in the party. As soon as we 
took one look at the lobby with the sober- 
faced gentlemen at work we turned to our 
friends and said, “Well, it’s all off; no per- 
formance tonight!” Our host smiled kind- 
ly, trying to comprehend our wit, and then 
pushed forward toward the most severe of 
the bearded officials. He was lost to view 
in the crowd for several minutes and then 
we saw him elbowing his way to another 
desk, where a man tore the tickets up right 
under his nose. Presently he joined our 
party and led the way around a railing, past 
two disapproving attendants, and suddenly 
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we found ourselves inside the theater. I 
was quite amazing. 

“Tell us,” we asked him during the in- 
termission, “why.do all those men stand 
out there holding up the entrance that 
way? We thought the performance head been 
canceled. What do they do?” 

“I don't exactly know,” he said, “It’s juss 
part of the performance; it always takes 
six men to sell each ticket. It’s a funay 
system.” 

“It's not a system,” we replied, “it’s @ 
mystery.” 


GAME OF COOTIES. 


When it is up to you to entertain a room- 
ful of people and are at a loss to knew 
how to do it--just turn to “Cooties.” This 
game has all the thrills of the little bugs 
without any of the disadvantages. Any 
number of players may sit at a table or 
there may be several tables. Provide each 
table with a standard dice and each player 
with a pencil and a large card which has 
been ruled off into, say, 12 squares. 


The object of the game is to see who 
can draw the first complete cootie, aécord- 
ing to the following rules: Each person 
has his turn to throw the single dice om 
the table and the pne-dot must show up 
before the player is allowed to draw the 
body of his cootie in the first square on 
his card. Then he myst keep shaking in 
turn until he gets a two-dot for the head, 
a three-dot for the tail or a four-dot for 
a leg.

Fate Conspired to Bring 
Her Lover Once More 
to Farice King — and 
Death.

ARICE KING became what is call- 
ed a “love murderess” and con- 
Vay sequently should have expected a 
i rather good break from Justice. 
Few female love killers ever go to prison. 
If they do, it is for five to ten Years, or 
some such term, for first degree man- 
slaughter. Usually the defendant’s sad story 
on the witness stand quite unmans the 
jurors, and the speedy acquittal brings 
cheers from the courtroom audience and 
sometimes offers from movie magnates. 


Few indeed are the juries that can re- 
tain their emotional balance under the ter- 
rific impact of a fair defendant’s tears. 
As the story unfolds they see the dreadful 
picture of the beast stalking and devouring 
this desperate, defenseless woman. She kill- 
ed him, yes—but she was sofely tried. But 
for him,.she might have lived a happy life, 
because }he lawful wife of some substantial 
citizen. Against the law?, O, well—this is 
different . . let’s give her a break... 

As a rule one might class such crimes 
not as murder but as voluntary mans- 
laughter. The Enclopaedia Britannica de- 
fines voluntary manslaughter as a “homi- 
cide committed. under grave and sudden 
provocation or on a sudden quarrel in the 
heat of passion, without the slayer taking 
undue advantage or acting in an unusual 
manner.” It goes on to state: 

“The substance of the alleviation of guilt 
™ jies in the absence of time for cool reflec- 
tion or the formation of a premeditated de- 
sign to kill . . . The provocation must be 
by acts and nat by words or gestures, and 
must be serious*and not trivial, and the 
killing must be immediately after provoca- 
tion and while the slayer has lost his self- 
control in consequence of the provocation.

“The provocation need not be by assault 
or violence, and. perhaps the best recognized 
example is the slaying by a husband of a 
man found committing adultery with the 
slayer’s wife. In the case of a sudden quar- 
rel it does not matter who began or pro- 
voked the quarrel.” 

American juries, however, do not pay very 
much attention to this definition. It is 
their usual practice to regard love killings 
as something less than the offense of driv- 
ing the wrong way on a one-way street. 
They reason that after all, the defendant 
has suffered a great deai and that fate, 
more inexorable than any man-made law, 
has punished them enough. “Go, little one,” 
they say in effect, “and sin no more.” 

We cite a few notable cases: 


There was the case of Beulah May Annan, 
called the most beautiful woman ever con- 
fined in Chicago's Murderess Row. She shot 
and killed Harry Kalstedt while they were 
drinking together in her apartment. She 
did it, she said, “for a darn good reason.” 
On the witness stand she told a different 
story—a very moving tale af a virtuous wife 
assailed. The jury acquitted her and she 
almost immediately left her husband to seek 
a movie career. 

Young Olympia Macri emptied the con- 
tents of a revolver into John Bagnano, a 
married man and the supposed father of 
her child, one day in New Haven, Conn., 
because he had not done right by her. So- 
ciety women sobbed in court as she uh- 
folded the story of her ruination by Bag- 
nano. The first jury disagreed, the second 
freed her—and she, too, went in search of 
a movie career. 

Olivia Stone shot and killed Ellis Kin- 
kead, prominent Cincinnati lawyer and her 
former commonlaw husband, after he had 
married another woman. It happened in 
Brooklyn. Her story caused considerable 
weeping among the jurors and others in 
the court room. When they acquitted her 
the crowd cheered wildly. It was one of the 
most popular verdicts evér rendered in 
Brooklyn. : 

Marie Howard shot Irvin (Speedy) Ste- 
phens, daredevil of the Kansas city police 
force. He had wronged her and she had 
tried desperately to escape from his clutches. 
She killed him with his own gun. She was 
not indicted. : 

Madalynne Obenchain was accused of 
procuring the murder of J. Belton Kennedy 
in Los Angeles. He had been her lover be- 
fore her marriage and had refused to marry 
her later when she left her husband. Five 
juries tried her and Arthur C. Burch, but 
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could not agree. The indictments against 
them were dismissed. 

This case varies.from the others in that 
it was never proved that she was involved 
in the marder. 

Lorena Trickey, world’s champion cowgir], 


stabbed to death Slim Harris, her common- - 


law husband, in Oregon. She first denied 
the crime but made a dramatic court- 


. room confession which affected the jurors 


profdundly and they acquitted her amid 
wild cheers from the spectators. 

Clara Smith Hamon was tried for killing 
Jake Hamon, Oklahoma politician and oil 


‘magnate. She said the gun went off in a 
struggle. 


The jury went through the mo- 
tions of deliberating 39 minutes and ac- 
quitted her. She kissed the foreman and 
took a train for Hollywood. e 

There was little difference, so far as 
justification was concerned, between all 
these cases and the c&se of Farice King, for 
she had a very moving story to tell, too. 
She had been deceived and spurned and 
flouted by an unconscionable man—and in 
the end she had pumped a bullet into his 
brgin. More than that, she had even at- 
tempted immediately afterward to take her 
own life with the same gun. 

But there was one very vital difference 
in the circumstances of the actual killing. 


Miss King was a student nurse at the 
General hospital, Denver, Col., when she 
first met Robert K. Evans. That was Feb- 
ruary 22, 1917. He took her as a “blind 
date” to a Washington's birthday party. She 
had come to Denver several years before 
after an unfortunate marriage with a young 
medical student who deserted her before 
her baby was born. The baby had since died. 


She and Evans took a liking. to each oth- 
er at first sight. 

She did not Know it at the time, nor for 
long afterward, but Evans ealeeady had 
something of a marital past when the nurse 
met him. Under his right name of John C. 
Bobzine, he had married in Marshalltown, 
Ia., in 1907, deserted his wife and two 
young sons in 1912, changed his name, set- 
tled in Denver, and in 1914 had married 
Cicely Pearl Lewis, a Denver actress, using 
the name Robert Evans. 

He was therefore not only a wife deserter 
but a bigamist in the bargain.

FOLLOWING THE STORY 
FROM FARICE’S DIARY. 


Farice King kept a diary almost from the 
beginnityg of her tragic affair with Evans. 
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Farice King, the tragic figure 
whose story 


is told on these 
pages today. 


The almost daily entries showed how deeply 
she loved him. She was in the seventh 
heaven of delight when he called, wrote or 
telephoned her. She was correspondingly in 
the depths when he -was indifferent. 


From this diary, Evans’ many letters and 
other documents, we may follow the story— 


Aug. 7, 1917—Mrs. Evans files suit for di- 
vorce in. Denver district court, alleging 
Evans stays out late, refuses to say where 
he has been and tells her he loves another 
woman. Case never prosecuted. 


Later in the same month—Evans enlists 
in the navy and is detailed to Mare Island, 
Cal., for training. Miss King goes to the 
depot to see him off and sees him board the 


train with another woman. Investigating, | 


she finds to her consternation that he is a 
married man. 

February, 1918—Evans writes Miss King 
about the unhappiness of his marriage, as- 
serts he and his wife have split definitely 
and begs her to visit him. She goes to San 
Francisco but finds, after six days, that he 
is still living with his wife. She returns to 
Denver broken hearted. 

Early in 1919—Evans returns to Denver 
and renews his affair with Miss King. She 
confides to her sister, Clarice, that she is 
so madly in love with him she cannot resist 
his importunities, regardless of how much 
he may have deceived her before. “When 
he takes me in his arms,” she says, “I forget 
everything that he has done.” 


Jan. 29, 1921—Evans obtains a divorce 
on the grounds of cruelty and, according 
to Miss King’s diary, promises to marry her. 


But the affair drifts along, waxing hot 
and blowing cold, until early in 1924, when 
the nurse dis@overs to her horror that 
Evans had matried Lillian Herzel at Gol- 
den, Cal., on October 25, 1923. She resolves 
to give him up for good. He continues to 
write her. He will “find some way out” 
and then they'll get married. 

1926—Evans joins the Denver police force. 
Miss King, now 35, clips every newspaper 
item in which his name appears and puts 
the clipping away with his letters. 

1928—Miss King, in the hope of forget- 
ting Evans, goes with a.patient to Texas. 
There she meets and becomes engaged to J. 
H. Daniels, a Dallas electrician. Early in 
November she returns to Denver to prepare 
her trousseau. In a week or so she is about 
ready to go back to Texas. 

Nov. 21, 1928—She is asked by the head 
nurse at Denver General hospital to take 
an emergency case in the firemen's and po-

the late Robert K. Evans, the 
man whom Farice King slew. 
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Lillian Herzel, whom Evans mar- 
ried at Golden, Col. 
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licemen’s ward until another nurse can be 
obtained. The patient is Louis Smith, city 
fireman, undergoing an operation for ap- 
pendicitis. 


Nov. 22—Patrolman Evans and Harry 
Ohle raid a black and tan joint on com- 
plaint of liquor violations. Eddie Ives, stick- 
up man, happens to be in the place at the 
time. Thinking the officers are seeking him, 
he starts shooting. Ohle is killed. Evans is 
wounded. He is taken to the hospital and 
put to bed in the ward where Farice King 
is on duty. 

The old spark flares anew. 


At every opportunity the nurse is at his 
bedside, in whispered conversation with him 
or contriving to make him more comfort- 
able. His wife does not know of the old love 
affair. She thinks Miss King is wonderful 
—so attentive, so efficient. A perfect nurse,

tor tells Evans he may go home the next 
day—Thanksgiving day. His wife plans a 
fine dinner. Mrs. Evans has something to be 
thankful for—Eddie Ives might easily have 
killed both officers in that raid. Bob has 
had a miraculous escape. And, thanks to 
Miss King, he has made a swift recovery. 
SHE RETURNS WITH 
A SMALL PACKAGE. 


Farice King goes downtown during the 
evening on her time off. She returns with a 
small package under her arm. She places it 
in her locker in the ward. In a little while 
the lights go out. The patients and person- 
nel settle down for the night.

HAVE told you: how the Berlin po- 
lice force is a great man-hunting 
machine, the cogs of which are 
mechanical men, directed, however, 
by men of brains and assisted by a gigantic 
card index system. 


I. described a typical. case showing, the 
machine in action, spining slender clues into 
a web that caught its man. This article 
deals with a case in which the machine had 
trouble because it had too many clues—an 
embarrassment of riches. 

It began: quite simply—too simply—with a 
burglary in Charlottenburg section of Berlin. 
The home of a Bourse broker was broken 
into ahd robbed of a considerable amount of 
silver ‘and jewelry; The burglar, or burglars 
left no trace of themselves, none, that* is, 
that was discovered by the squad of me- 
chanical ‘men sent there, the rank and file 
of the detective service, mere cogs out of 
whom every bit of individuality and /initia- 
tive has been drilled. 

* * + x 

Their squad leader reported this over the 
telephone. Whereupon a “commission on 
larcenies in flats and tenements”—a group of 
headquarters experts specializing narrowly in 
such burglaries as the one in question— 
came to make its own examination. They 
found that entry had been made.by jimmy- 
ing the cellar door to a built-in stairway 
used as a fire escape; then by expert lock- 
picking of the door to the apartment. The 
job was done between 3 a. m. and dawn. 


It was a professional affair as proved by 
the fact that no fingerprints were found. — 

Then the burglar or burglars repaired to 
the kitchen and leisurely made a lunch and 
ate it. The commission studied their menu 
more than anything else that had to do with 
the robbery, it seemed to the astonished 
host. 


A Midnight Meal. 


But the commission knew what it was do- 
ing. The victim of the robbery stared in 
wonder while the experts triumphantly set 
down such momentous discoveries as that six 
eggs, seven slices of bacon, and a whole jar 
of marmalade had been consumed by the 
midnight visitor or visitors. 


It was a question from the amount of food 
consumed, whether there were two men eat- 
ing with moderate appetites, or one man with 
a ravenous hunger. From the disposition of 
the crumbs of the feast, however, the com- 
mission decided that but one man had eaten, 


_.one man with a remarkable appetite. Which 


or whoever operated in Berlin even if con- 
victed elsewhere. 

- The commission had enterei_ its findings 
of burglary in question on ws card. Then it 
put that card into the Meldwesen machine 
to make it produce a solution, somewhat as 
one drops a penny into a slot machine. 

What happened really was, the card was 
given to a spectacled mechanical man, one 
of the 360 who operate the Meldwesen ma-« 
chine and he hunted for information that 


. would correspond to that on the card. But 


so closely the burglary in question that a 
squad’ of mechanical men was sent out to 
bring the man in. 


This man’s card showed that in a pre- 
vious burglary he also had. jimmied the cellar 
door of a built-in fire escape stairway in an 
apartment house;—picked the lock leading to 
the apartment, had taken silverware and 
jewelry; had snade an enormous meal in the 
kitchen of the apartment and betrayed an 
inordinate appetite for bacon and eggs and 
marmalade” for dessert. 

A Weak Alibi. 
There were other cards that showed ele- 


- ments of similarity with the present burglary 


—but none that showed such exact corre- 
spondence. 

The man was brought in and closely ques- 
tioned as to his movements on the night of 
the burglary—for, of course, ,he strenuously 
protested his innocence. But the story he 
told seemed weak. 


He said that on that particular night he 
had scraped up an acquaintance with a 
stranger in a tavern; they had drunk a lot; 
and what he next remembered was waking 
up in his room with & splitting head the 
next morning. But the Kriminal Archiv card 
pointed so unmistakably toward him and 
his alibi. was so little convincing that the 
police felt little hesitation in holding him, 

The following week another burglary oc- 
curred in a well-to-do part of Berlin. A 
jewelry store was robbed. The Meldwesen, as 
before, produced a suspect who was arrested. 
His alibi, too, was so feeble that it was laugh- 
ed at. He had been to visit some cronies, he 
recounted, and was on his way home toward 
midnight when in a lonely quarter, just after 
he had turned a corner, he had been slugged 
from behind with a blackjack. When he re- 
covered it was still dark. But it took him so 
long to get out of the cellar where he found 
himself that dawn was in the sky when he 
got home. 

Epidemic of Burglaries. 

One of the commission remarked idly how 
similar to the alibi furnished by the burglar 
in the first case was the alibi of the suspect 
in the second case. Then he forgot the mat- 
ter—until it came back to him with added 
force two weeks later. 

For a veritable epidemic of burglaries 
seemed to have broken out in Berlin, and 
there were features in the third case I re- 
cord here that made the member of the com- 
mission, who remarked on the coincidence I 
noted above, think hard.

The tirst seemed improbable. But to 
assume the latter was uncomfortable. 
That would mean that someone on the 
inside at police headquarters who had 
access to the Kriminal Archiv may have 
studied the record of the suspect and 
given it to someane else to imitate and 
thereby throw the police off the scent. 

A Super-Burglar. 

That would be so novel and effective 
a device that one could expect its use 
again. Perhaps it had even already been 
used. In examining this possibility the 
police re-examined the cases of the sus- 
pects in the two preceding burglaries. 
Both clung to their alibis. For the first 
time the police became eager to believe 
these two men. For if their stories were 
true, it meant that the newest theory of 
the -police was likely to be a fact. 

For now a theoretical but highly in- 
teresting figure began to emerge in the 
minds of the chiefs of the Berlin police, 
It was that a sort of super-burglar, who 
studied the technique of other, lesser, 
burglars and then proceeded to imitate 
their technique, and did it so well that 
it fooled the experts, readers, so to speak, 
of the handwriting of burglars’ work.

Anna 
Martz was a vounge woman in her late 
twenties, not good le-king, but greedy for 
pleasure, Although he old mother worked 
for a living scrubbing floors in the Meld- 
wesen office, this robust young woman did 
no work of any sort.

However, men cannot 
pass over the jungle trails, sometimes cut- 
ting their path as they go, without making 
noise or gestures which may be interpreted 
as a threat by some shy beast. 

There was .that boa constrictor whose 
handsome, speckled pelt is now at my 
Brooklyn home. I am sure he meant us 
no harm, except when he saw me raise 


my machete. Then, I think, he felt it was 
his life for mine. This is how that hap- 
pened. 

Meeting Giant Reptile. 

We were on a rather important recon- 
noitering expedition out of camp, one after- 
noon, just looking about to see what we 
could see, when we did happen upon a 
sigkt for our city eyes. First, we heard 
the bleat of a baby deer. We looked through 
some rather hich grass, took several steps 
forward and there we saw a boa constric- 
tor over 10 feet long wrapping himself about 
this gentle, lovely creature.

THE OUTDOOR 


fOW is the time to plan for that 

outdoor living room which will be 

filled with. so much pleasure this 

- Probably the most 

charming expression of the present vogue 

for beauty outside the home is. found in 

the numerous outdoor living rooms that are 

springing up all over town. There isn’t a 

thing more attractive in a late summer 

,afternoon than to sit in such a place and 

enjoy a little quiet, beauty and rest after 
being exposed to a hot city all day. 

This vogue has sprung up primarily from 
the home owner's desiré to use and enjoy 
all of the home plot, and so it is that there 
is so often found, out of the sight of the 
public, a charming outdoor living room 
where the entire family may find countless 
hours of enjoyment. The appeal of beautiful 
flowering plants tastefully arranged to 
create this outdoor living room is almost 
irresistible and the idea of selecting and 
planting them one's self fills you with 
thoughts of plant adventure. : . 

This outdoor living room need not be 
large, in fact it has gotten its name. from 
the fact that most of them are constructed 
in the shape and size of a iiving room. It 
must be remembered as it is being laid out 
that the walls’ are growing walls and will 
gradually close in on the room, therefore 
space must be left for this natural expan- 
sion. 

One of the most important parts of the 
outdoor living room is the carpet. This car- 
pet is even more important in the case of 
the outdoor living room than the indoor 
living room. Within the house there is a 
beautiful floor, often times more beautiful 
than, the rugs themselves. The outdoor liv- 
ing room has no floor, if the carpet is not 
thick and green, bare ground—which is far 
from beautiful for this purpose—-will be 
exposed. This carpet of grass must be pre- 
pared carefully as it will receive much 
harder wear than the other parts of the 
lawn. The front lawn seldom gets the num- 
ber of people upon it that will be found in 
this living room. 

Probably the most important one thing 
to be considered in building a new lawn or 
in patching an old one is the selection of 
seed. By this we mean two things: first the 
selection of good, high-grade, high germi- 
nation, high purity. seeds. Second, the se- 
Jection of the proper variety of grass. This 
first task, the selection of good seeds, need 
not give any great trouble, since it is only 
necessary to go to a first-class seed house 
and you may be assured of this high-grade 
seed. However, the selection of the proper 
variety of seed to use involves a more com- 
plex situation and brings on more talk. 


If your lawn is exposed to the full sun 
continually and not relieved with any shade 


to speak of it is best to work towards a — 


summer lawn of Bermuda grass and a win- 
ter lawn of rye grass. The proper time for 
planting Bermuda grass seed is May and 
June. Needless to say, nothing can be done 
about a Bermuda lawn at this time. The 
rye grass for winter lawns should be plant- 
ed in the very early fall and winter. 
Perhaps your lawn is covered with shade 
trees, and is what might be called a very 
shady lawn. The best grass to use under 
these conditions is Kentucky blue grass or 
a good lawn mixture that has been pre- 
pared for shady places. In judging whether 
or not yours is a shady lawn, one that is 
exposed to the sun not more than one-third 
of the day is usually called a “shady lawn.” 
Now for the average lawn. The average 
lawn has some shady spots some very sunny 
snots and a few places that get the full sun 
part of the time. The best grass to use in 
a situation of this kind is a good evergreen 
lawn grass mixture. In obtaining this mix- 
ture make sure that it is a grass mixed 
particularly for this section of the country. 
There are a number of grasses that will 
grow well in the north and east that wil! 
pot survive our hot summers bere. 
Regardiess ‘of the kind of grass that is

best suited to your outdoor living room 
carpet the amount necessary will not vary 
to any marked extent. Speaking on the 
lean side of the fence, use about 10 pounds 
for each plot 50 feet by 40 feet. As we said, 
this is speaking on the lean side and twice 
this amount of seed may be used to procure 
a thick, velvety carpet of grass. 

The preparation of thé lawn for the 
planting of the seed will be the same re- 
gardiess of the kind of grass seed that is 
to “ve sown. If the ground has not been 


turned for several years, it will be best for 


it to be spaded or plowed to a depth of 
about 12 inches. This is particularly im- 
portant in this section since our greatest 
lawn danger and difficulty lies in our hot, 
dry summers. A good long root will do 
much towards lessening the danger from 
crought, kill. 

As the lawn is being spaded the fertilizers 
should be worked into the soil. Here we 
have entered into another big argument. 
What is the best fertilizer to use on the 
lawn? One of the best professional lawn 
puilders in Atlanta uses and recommends a 
mixture of peat moss, bone meal, 12-4-4 and 
sheep manure. That sounds like a very com- 
plicated bill to fill, but the result that he 
has been able to obtain has .tended to 
prove that he is right*in his cantention and 
practice. For each one thousand square 
feet, a space of 50 by 20, he uses 100 
pounds of sheep manure, 00 pounds of bone 


meal, 50 pounds of 12-4-4 and one bale of 
peat moss. His theory, and it has been well 
borne out in practice, is that the proper 
amount of humus will be supplied from the 
peat moss and sheep manure: immediate 
plant food will be available from the 12-4-4: 


and continued feeding over a long period 
of time will be obtained from the bone 
meal. At the same time the bone: meal will 
sweeten the soil and the peat moss will 
hold the moisture for next summer's 
drought. This fertilizer should be worked 
into the soil thoroughly. 

After the soi] has been thoroughly dug 
or plowed up, the rocks, sticks and trash 
removed, the ground leveled and the fer- 
tilizer worked thoroughly into the soil, 
comes the time for the sowing of the seeds. 
The best method to pursue is that of divid- 
ing the seeds in halves. Broadcast half of 
the seeds walking in one direction across 
the lawn and then sow the other half-of 
the seeds walking at right angles to the 
first paths. The best method for covering 
the seed® is that of pulling a lawn roller 
over the seeds once. Grass seed should, for 
best results, be firmed into the ground, but 
it is not necessary to cover them. This lawn 
rolier will barely cover the seeds, which is 
best for good results. 

One finishing touch that a great many 
people prefer for a fine lawn is the plant- 
ing of a little white dutch clover along 
with the grass. This is best dione by sowing 
little patches of clever after the grass seeds 
have been sown. Use about one pound of 
white Dutch clover for each five pounds of 
grass seeds sown. 

One warning about grass carpets: If it 
becomes necessary to water the lawn be 


sure and soak it thoroughly, letting the 
sprinkler run for severaé hours in each sec- 
tion that it is to be placed. A light sprin- 
kling is worse than none, as the fine grass 
roots are attracted to the surface in search 
of the water and there is danger of their

So much for the carpet of the outdoor 
living room. Next in importance Gomes the » 
walls of this living room. These walls serve 
a dual purpose, acting as the walls and at 


_ the same time serving as screens to hide 


those undesirable views, as well as giving_ 
privacy to this living reom. 

There is no finer screen than that made 
up of living plants. Living walls of green 
provide color, texture, flower and berry, all 
of whieh are real and not painted on, Liv- 
ing walls do not have to be repainted— 
they are continually changing with the 
light, with the season, and with every 
change of nature. 

To mark the corners of the room, and 
particularly if they may be seen from a 
distance, the best plants to be used will be 
shade trees. The lombardy poplar or tulip 
poplar will be fine. They grow very tall, 
slender and are very fast growing. If there 
is a particularly broad, ugly spot that needs 
to be blotted out the old-fashionéd magno- 
lia will serve a good purpose there. This 
tree is an evergreen and reaches an ulti« 
mate height of 30 to 40 feet. Because of the 
dense foliage and habit of growth of the. 
lower branches of this tree it is impossible 
to get grass to grow underneath it, 

For the background of the wall one of 
the most satisfactory plants is the ligus- 
trum japonicum. This plant quickly at- 
tains a height of 10 feet and often grows 
to a height of 25 feet. It may be pruned 
without damage. The common name for 
it is Japanese privet. The leaves are a 
bright green and this plant is probably the . 
best screen plant available. ~~ 

For the intermediate heights in the wall 
two plants may be used as companion 
plants. These two plants are abclia and 
ligustrum lucidum. Ligustrum lucidum 
quickly reaches a height of four or five 
feet and ultimately a height of eight or 
ten feet. The leaves are very bright, glossy, 
green. This plant blooms with a rather in- 
conspicuous white blossom that is followed 
by black berries that are held on the plant 
well into the winter. The abelia which is 
used so much as a companion plant has 
smaller leaves of a brighter green. This i 
one of the most useful plants that is avail- 
able. It has all the good characteristics of 
the broadleaf evergreens and in addition is 
a beautiful flowering shrub. All summer 
long it is covered with pinkish white 
flowers. 

In addition to these two evergreens that — 
will do well for a screen of intermediate 
height there are a number of flowering . 
shrubs that are particularly well suited to 
use as the walls of this outdoor living 
room, Those best suited for this purpose are 
the altheas, weigelas, beauty bush, and 
Spirea vanhoutte. If the distance that this 
wall is to cover happens to be a very long ~ 
one it will be well to use several different 
plants to give the needed effect. In cnse 
this is done, plant the shrubs in groups, 
using at least three in each group. These 
plants should not be planted in a straight 


line but should be staggered, in order to 
give a pleasing natural effect. ;

While she lingered between life and 
death, the police searched her effects, found 
in her “hope chest” bundle after bundle of 
letters Evans had written her, as well as 


fus’ alleged offense, he was allowed more 
privileges. 

“Ullmo could receive money and parcels 
from home, have a little garden and even 
raise chickens. But after 13 years of this 
the ex-naval officer became desperate and 
tried to starve himself to death. A notori- 
ous bandit named Deboe, who had belonged 
to the Bonnot gang of motor bandits, and 
Dr. Rousseau, the kindly prison doctor, 
nursed him back to health over a long pe- 
riod of months.

her diary. The diary showed, among other 
things, that she and Bob had made fre- 
quent visits to her baby’s grave and that 
he had pledged his love there and talked 
about a home and another baby to take the 
place of the other. 

In her farewell letter to her sister,” the 
nurse had asked that she and Evans be 
buried in the same grave near the baby. 

Miss King, despite her determination to 
die, had recovered sufficiently by January 
29, 1929, to leave the hospital. She asked 
repeatedly to be allowed to visit the slain 
officer’s grave. She did not appear much 
interested in what might happen to her. 
She seemed to regret sincerely that she had 
failed in her attempt to kill herself. 

Alienists studied her and pronounced her 
sane—legally sane. That is, they decided she 
knew right from wrong. 

And so, on February 25, 1929, she went 
on trial before Judge Henry Sackmann. The 
prosecution was conducted by State’s At- 
torney Earl Wettengel and his assistant, 
Ralph J. Cummings. Louis D. Mowry, was 
counsel for the defense. Mowry had suc- 
cessfully defended Dr. Harold Blazer, who 
killed: his hopelessly crippled daughter in 
Denver in 1925. 

Cummings, in outlining the case for the 
state, called the defendant a cold-blooded 
killer, citing the woman’s purchase of a 
revolver at a pawnshop. He informed the 
jury, however, that the prosecution would 
not demand tie death penalty. 

Defense Attorney Mowry asserted that 
“love mania,” a form of insanity, had driven 
Miss King to kill. She sobbed bitterly as he 
outlined the sad story of her affair with 
Evans. When Mowry refered to a “kindly 
or unkindly Providence” which had pre- 
vented her from dying of her self-inflicted 
wound, she snapped out: “Unkindly!”

Her counsel contended that she had 
planned to kill herself and thus “make her- 
self a victim on the altar of love” after she 
had talked with Evans when he had been 
brought into the hospital. He said that 
when Evans admitted that the two mar- 
riages he had contracted while he was keep- 
ing company with the nurse had been 
illegal, his statement “drove her crazy.” 

“She determined,” he said, “to kil) her- 


self at his feet so he never would forget 
her.” 

He asked the jury to acquit the woman 
because she had not known what she was 
doing when she killed her lover. This was, 
of course, a familiar defense fer such a 
case—an effective defense, too, usually. As a 
rule the aefendant testifies that she bought 
the gun to kill herself, but when the man 
told her he was going back to his wife, 
“everything went black.” This defense near- 


_ly always works. 


The state summoned its witnesses to 
prove that Miss King had killed Evans and 
then rested, leaving the defense to prove 
that the woman had not been accountable 
for her act. Mowry called various alienists 
to testify that the accused nurse had suf- 
fered from “love mania” and that, on the 
night of the tragedy, she had not been 
sane. Not sane in the medical sense, at 
least. ; 

When Miss King was called to testify in 
her own behalf she created a scene that 
broke up the court session by hurling her- 
self on Evans’ blood-stained garments, 
which were lying on the floor near the wit- 
ness box together with other exhibits in 
the case. She showered kisses on_ them, 


crushed the blood-stained pajamas to her 
bosom, sobbing as though her heart would 


break. Finally she was dragged out of the 
courtroom, moaning and shrieking. 

The prosecution accused the defense of 
framing this scene for its effect on the 
jury, but unbiased spectators expressed the 
conviction that it had been only too sincere 
on Miss King’s part. 

In their summing up speeches both sides 
reiterated what they had said before: Wet- 
tengel insisted that the defendant had com- 
mitted a deliberate homicide, that she was 
sane, and that therefore she was guilty of 
first degree murder. Mowry held that she 
had not been accountable, that she had 
been punished enough during the previous 
12 years by the “machinations of her vic- 
tim.” He asked that she be returned to her 
family “to gather anew the strands of a 
life that has been wrecked through the ac- 


tions of her betrayer.”

mending life imprisonment. Another record. 
In fact, the only woman “love slayer” in 
the history of the Denver courts, with the 
exception of a friendless Italian girl found 
guilty of voluntaryymanslaughter years ago,

As for the first degree murder verdict,

t EE in England many people buy 


_ with increasing rapidity. It is a tempta- 


tion to talk of haw easy it is to make 
good home made bread, and of how de- 
licious it ,is; but here we are to con- 
sider only One form of yeast dough: 
Good English muffins can be bought cf 
bakers, but better ones can be made at 
home—more delicate, more tender. And 
they are not particularly difficult to make, 
though certainly not a dish for an in- 
experienced cook to attempt. The only 
equipment needed that is not in the or- 


@inary American kitchen is muffin rings, 


and the price of these can be saved in a 
short time by making muffins at home. 
They are heavy 3%-inch tin rings with- 
out top or bottom, to be set on a gtfiddle 
as described below: English muffins are 
baked on top of the stove, not in the 
oven. | 

The mixture, as will be seen from the 
recipe below, is softer than that for 
bread, and requires much yeast for quick 
oe thorough raising. 


“English Muffin Recipe 
% rica “load cooked potate 


which at 70 degrees will take from an 
hour to an hour and a half. Be very 
careful not to touch the dough, as it is 
very soft and falls easily. Do not let 
the cover touch it, Have ready a griddle, 
very hot and lightly greased if it is one 
that needs greasing. If you are cooking 
by gas or electricity put an asbestos. mat 
under the griddle. 
each muffin and ring, and put on the 
griddle. Bake fifteen minutes, turn and 
bake fifteen minutes more. 


Adding Orange Rind 


These are the simplest directions for

Pull off enough dough to make a three-inch round, which should be 
placed in a muffin ring to be well shaped. Sprinkle with flour to pre-

Let the water cool to lukewarm, add 
yeast and potato. Stir to dissolve yeast, 
add flour and salt, beat well (about- two 
minutes). Let rise at room temperature 
It should be light in one and one-half 
hours. The dough is very soft and must 
be very light to handle easily. Flour a 
board well, turn the dough onto it and 
sift flour lightly over the top so that you 


“~gan handle it without its sticking. Have 


ready another flotred board, with «he 
muffin rings on it. Pull off enough 
dough to make a three-inch round about 
one-third inch thick. This will weigh 
about two ounces. Place in a muffin ring 
and proceed with all in the same way. 
You will not need as many rings as there 
are muffins, but the other rounds you 
can lay on the board, a ring to be slipped 
over before cooking. To prevent crust 
on the muffins, dredge flour on lightly.

The muffins are good eaten hot, as 
they come from the griddle, but are usu- 
ally. allowed to cool and are served 
toasted. One method is to tear the 
muffin apart by pulling back the edges 
for about an inch, then toasting on both 
sides and tearing apart to serve. Most 
persons, however, prefer to split the 
muffin before toasting. If an electric 
toaster is used, they must be cut in two
